Department has stood between hundreds our 
members and ignorant designing persons who 
were endeavoring through the courts place upon 
the physician the responsibility for those ills 
which the human flesh heir. would appear too 
obvious for comment say that physician 
not warrantor cures, and yet the courts have 
frequently been called upon announce this self- 
evident axiom. 

suspect that the query with which this 
article opens emanates only from men who have 
not been threatened and served with complaints 
asking judgments anywhere from $10,000 $75,- 
ooo for failing given case what 
human being, matter how skilled and exper- 
ienced, could do. Such claims and complaints are 
not, sometimes erroneously thought, limited 
men fresh from college men who have not 
perhaps enjoyed the fullest opportunity for prepara- 
tory work before engaging active practice, but 
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the contrary, such threats and actions are in- 
discriminately made and filed against old and 
young, the general practitioner and the specialist, 
the country doctor and the university staff surgeon. 
And such times the Legal Department with its 
many years experience and precedent, 
direct personal interest each member our 
organization, takes full charge the situation. 
That its personnel efficient and loyal and that 
such claims and suits are almost universally with- 
out merit, our legal defense files for ten years bear 
convincing 

Within the past two years the scope activities 
our legal staff has been greatly widened. The 
Council and officers the Society. have brought 
the attorneys into much closer contact with all the 
Society’s work and undertakings all matters 
general policy, and needless say the great 
benefit our organization.

THE INDEMNITY DEFENSE FUND 


the annaul meeting 1916 was deter- 
mined establish voluntary defense fund against 
claims and suits for alleged malpractice, open 
all members good standing who elected take 
advantage its terms. initial assessment 
was placed $30 and was decided put the 
plan into effect such time three hundred 
members signified their desire avail them- 
selves such indemnity and had sent their 
assessments. 

December 1916, the three hundred checks 
were received and early 1917 the council di- 
rected our general attorney prepare the neces- 
sary rules and regulations for the conduct and 
operation the Indemnity Defense Fund. This 
work consumed several months, our legal staff 
made careful review and study all phases 
the matter before definitely proposing the 
council carefully worked out plan covering all 
the details involved. 

the annual meeting held Coronado 
April, 1917, the complete organization was ready. 
board three trustees was elected the coun- 
cil administer the fund under the “Adminis- 
tration Regulations.” Dr. William Ellery Briggs, 
Dr. Lemuel Adams and Dr. Andrew Lobin- 
gier constituted the members the first board. 

The funds were placed deposit 
savings banks. Copies the Administration Reg- 
ulations were filed with each county secretary. 
Rules defining the extent the indemnity, fair 
and equitable the individual and his fel- 
low members, were adopted and copy furnished 
every member the Fund. 

Although very little has been done urge 
the members generally join the 
membership has grown until now has some 
four hundred and seventy-five members. has 
been operation since December 1916. Dur- 
ing that period member the Fund suffered 
adverse judgment and but 
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have been made out its resources, aggregating 
less than $1,000 all. 

From the foregoing figures conclusively ap- 
pears that the expense for loss per member per 
annum considerably less than $1.00. 

With this splendid record achievement, 
again urge have repeatedly urged heretofore, 
that every member the Society who has not 
joined the Fund, so. assessment not 
annual. The members the Fund have paid only 
one assessment date. Another assessment will 
only levied when necessity arises.

HEALTH PROMOTION. 


this time when the war disease gather- 
ing fresh allies every day, when clubs, centers and 
agencies are devoting earnest attention com- 
munity nursing, child welfare, better housing for 
working girls and countless industrial problems, 
when the greater need adequate health educa- 
tion being stressed many mouths, 
teresting review campaign health education 
which began 1908. 

The service was inaugurated Dr. Lee 
Frankel, Vice-President the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company, small section New 
York City under the supervision the nurses 
the Henry Street Settlement. From that modest 
beginning the service has spread rapidly until today 
Union, and Canada reaches from the lower 
provinces Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
British Columbia. 

The purpose the Metropolitan service 
prolong the lives the policy holders, which com- 
bines good private business policy with good pub- 
lic health work. 

The efforts the Company have been threefold: 
first, the improvement individual health through 
educational leaflets and pamphlets distributed 
-the agent; second, the improvement general 
health conditions through co- with health 
officers clean-up, fly- and other cam- 
paigns, through assisting them enforcing housing 
ordinances, and the enlistment public support 
for general and special health movements. 

The aim this service care for those per- 
sons who are sufhciently ill require the care 
physician, and restore them health and 
working efficiency. Nurses are forbidden care 
for policy-holders unless physician attend- 
ance, and the amount nursing care required 
any individual case rests with the physician. 

the service visiting one, nurses not 
remain permanently the home the sick. The 
nurse calls soon possible after the case 
reported her, either physician, policy-holder 
agent, and remains the home long enough 
carry out the treatment prescribed 
sician. length the visits vary from fifteen 
minutes one hour according the amount 
treatment required. 

Although the emphasis placed the acute 
case, the patients suffering from chronic ailments 
are not ignored. The Company sanctions occasional 
visits for instruction the family 
methods caring for the patient afflicted, 
order that the family may then assume the respon- 
sibility care. 

the care tuberculosis special field 
nursing, the Company cares for policy-holders suf- 
fering from this disease only when other care 
not obtainable. Nurses are urged assist patients 
securing admission into sanatorium. this 
cannot done, and tuberculosis nurses are not 
available, the Company authorizes occasional visits 
for the purpose observation, instruction and 

maternity service extended all industrial 
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policy-holders whose policies have. been 
nine months. Pre-natal and post-natal services are 
given. Acute infections, following child birth, are 
nursed any other acute case illness. 1918, 
the Company cared for 40,000 mothers 
isn’t how many babies are born,—it how many 
babies are saved.

These are written very simple 
language and are published various foreign lan- 
guages well English and 177,000,000 
copies leaflets dealing with such subjects 
“Fake Consumption Cures,” War Upon 
Consumption,” “Directions for Living and Sleep- 
ing the Open Air,” “The Health the 
have been distributed. addition the Company 
has circulated city clean-up leaflets the number 
1,250,000 urging policy-holders co-operate 
with their health officers clean-up campaigns. 
publication “All About Milk” Dr. Milton 
Rosenau, Professor Preventive Medicine and 
Hygiene Harvard University, has done much 
improve the milk supply cities and has empha- 
sized policy-holders the value pasteurization. 
Other publications are “Teeth, Tonsils and Ade- 
“How Live Long” and “The Child.” 
These welfare pamphlets have been widely dis- 
tributed, not only policy-holders, but Boards 
Health, Schools, Reading Rooms, Day Camps, etc. 

Like all progressive institutions today the Metro- 
politan knows mathematical certainty that the 
improvement living and working conditions in- 
creases the efficiency and longevity the workers 
and hearty co-operation with industrial phy- 
and surgeons, manufacturers, heads mer- 
cantile establishments and health officers 
proving living conditions their respective com- 

The professional requirements for Metropolitan 
nurses comply with the standards the National 
Organization for Public Health nursing. More 
and more each year the necessity nurses ob- 
taining special training public health nursing 
order properly fit themselves enter this 
important field work emphasized. dis- 
charge their actual duties the nurses instruct 
policy-holders the principles food, etc., and 
when necessary they arrange for the 
proper transfer patients other agencies, such 
hospitals, convalescent houses, sanitariums, etc. 

The Metropolitan work thoroughly supervised 
the Home Office and the field graduate 
nurses. Field Supervisors spend eleven months 
the year traveling through the country visiting 
the nursing services. These Field Supervisors are 
women wide experience both nursing and 
public health fields and are graduate nurses who 
have held important administrative and executive 
positions and are doing much instruct not only 
nurses but also the field force the broader 
aspects public health work.

THE WAR.” 

Profoundly grateful for the great 
stowed upon and realizing its responsibilities, 
approach task this morning with trepidation. 

During the year, much our energy has been

The organization the Army Medical Corps, 
with its demand for records and detailed care 
its patients, should great benefit the men 
who have had the training. The efficiency the 
Army Medical Department too well known 
you need details. army ever made the rec- 
ord for health that did. The death rate fell 
4.5 per 1000 compared with per 1000 
1830, when the Department was fully organized. 

Specialization was compelling feature the 
Army and must have taken root many young 
man who, without that experience, would not have 
attempted it. The knowledge sanitation which 
these 40,000 men bring home with them must bear 
fruit better preventive measures and better gen- 
eral health conditions. addition, four million 
men who were under arms bring back with them 
more less knowledge and training sanitation 
and preventive measures. leavening the 


loaf force should make use of. Verily, 
have reason emphasize the remark Gladstone: 
the health the people lies the wealth the 
Nation.”

Not yet awhile! Thanks the League for the 
Conservation Public Health, are still long 
way from the desperation our English brother 
physicians. wish had time tell you about 
them; their condition serious that they are 
turning state medicine refuge, hoping sala- 
ries, even full salaries, will better than the pit- 
tance they get now the panel system social 
health insurance. When medical man gets down 
Fifty Pounds year panels, most any change 
must look good him. You will find the beauties 
state medicine expounded Major General Sir 
Bertrand Dawson, Cavendish Lecture, Benj. 
Moore, President State Medicine Service Associa- 
tion, and Major Gordon Dill the Lancet for 
July, 1918, and Wm. Brand the Practi- 
tioner for November, 1918. 

No—the care the sick such intensely 
personal service that individiual attention still 
the key-note. patient not chattel and can 
not tagged with impunity and distributed 
alphabetically. Still, community practice 
cialization have their attractions and should 
possible for employ some these desirable 
features through our own initiative, 
ally help forestall the pressure for state medi- 
cine. 

One our first thoughts “What must 
with the individual who unable pay for his 
medical services?” The care patients who are 
unwilling unable pay always been 
large part the physician’s duty. The need 
care for those who are unable compensate the 
physician one the fundamental conditions 
the practice medicine. reasonable amount 
this sort service good for the doctor; dem- 
onstrates his sympathy and brotherhood, and 
should continued. When, however, study 
the proportion the doctor’s time which given 
charity, work for the State, public health and 
the public good, there doubt that being 
imposed upon. 

find reliable figures the amount 
charity work done medical men, only esti- 
mates—25 per cent—one-third his efforts. 
inclined place higher, especially during the 
past war years. many cases rises per 
cent. know that far too high. 

For instance, were told the other day that 
the Los Angeles County Hospital had taken care 
14,000 patients during the past year; something 
over one hundred medical men rendered their ser- 
vices gratuitously. reasonable basis fees 
(assuming that private practice each patient 
would have paid $25 during the term his ill- 
ness), you will see that the services rendered 
these men amounted $350,000, $3500 each 
for the year. right that these services should 
rendered gratis when all other employees the 
institution are paid? True, the hospital rendered 
some remuneration the doctor experience and 


training for work; but consider the enor- 
mous amount expense that has already gone into 
his training. the apprentice tradesman more 
entitled compensation than the apprentice doc- 
tor? believe that the medical profession should 
use every effort increase the compensation for 
services rendered the public. 

Paid health officers are becoming more and more 
the rule, and the State paying something its 
efforts prevent disease. The Public Health 
Service being more less compensated, but not 
adequately. The medical profession should use all 
its efforts whenever possible secure better com- 
pensation for this kind work. Right here, 
wish recommend that this Society memorialize its 
senators and representatives stand for compe- 
tent appropriation for the United States Public 
Health Service. The latest advices are that the 
appropriation for the Service has been pared down 
fraction what Surgeon General Blue called 
for. This step the wrong direction, and 


the medical profession should out its way 


urge larger appropriation. What more impor- 
tant than national effort improve the health 
its people? 

Imitating the organization the Army, let 
improve our team work taking care our pa- 
tients. Coming here, train stopped 
station town about 500 inhabitants and 
eye caught the sign “Attorneys 
were three names that sign. thought, what 
example for medical men. Why cannot doctors 
carry partnerships well lawyers? Suppose 
three medical men lived that town, doubt 
they do, how much comfort could added 
their work they joined partners, even though 
they did not specialize. They could relieve one 
another from time time, and one off duty could 
feel that the others were looking after his inter- 
ests. What overpowering burden the feeling 
duty! mind, that one our greatest 
hardships. The doctor sees all his friends off duty 
when the day done, but duty day and 
night long the vicinity his prac- 
tice. Again, how much more comfort these three 
men would have they divided their work along 
certain specialty lines. course, community 
that size they would all general practitioners, 
and mind that one the most attractive 
specialties. the future, sure that the 
general practitioner will emphasized 
cialist, man who knows general medicine thor- 
oughly and scientifically. becomes the bosom 
friend his patient. His general adviser. The 
most level-headed man the community, always 
ready what can and ready pass that 
patient the specialist when occasion demands. 
But addition being general practitioners, each 
these men would select one line endeavor; 
for instance, one internal medicine, another sur- 
gery, and third obstetrics; what comfort would 
come them from feeling that they were spe- 
cially prepared speak along certain line. 

The enormity the field knowledge involved 
the practice medicine today thoroughly 
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felt layman well physician, that needs 
argument demonstrate that absolutely 
impossible for any one man cover the field 
entirely; and what more disquieting than 
sense insufficient information properly care 
for our patients? 


mind, there are two fundamental 
culties the way partnerships medicine. 
these can. removed minimized, can have 
more partnerships and groups. 


First, the fact that the medical man’s reputation 
his chief and practically only asset. The amount 
money invested his equipment negligible, 
but is.deprived his reputation, has lost 
tremendously, Any failure hold his patient acts 
reflection upon his reputation and immedi- 
ately resents it. physician’s work intensely 
pérsonal and anything affecting this relation 
immediately construed attack upon this asset. 
think this the root those jealousies which 
have always been disrupting influence. 


Second, the difficulty equitable division 
the income. Many happy and successful partner- 
ships have been carried out even division 
the net returns. Where men almost the same 
character and amount work, this very satis- 
factory; but manifestly this not often the case. 
Many schemes have been suggested overcome this 
difficulty partnerships, whether they partner- 
ships two larger group. 


going have the temerity suggest 
plan which more less similar detail has 
worked out satisfactorily, and which think would 
work out satisfactorily the majority cases 
because flexible and can adjusted 
almost any condition. feel that equitable 
division the income can secured, shall see 
many more partnerships and groups 
gether. matter fact, there are very 
considerable number very satisfactory partner- 
ships California today. suggestion per- 
centage division established once every six months, 
based upon the work done during the preceding six 
months, three percentage should 
based upon number factors: 


The amount work done charged 
upon the books. 


The amount cash actually taken 
through each man’s practice during the preceding 
six months. 

The actual amount physical labor ex- 
pended, that is, the number calls made and the 
number patients seen. 

4th. percentage scaling down the sur- 
geon’s fee for the benefit the group. 

5th. allowance for difference investment, 
good will, etc. 

Many other factors will occur you and may 
added libitum. 

With all these factors worked out percent- 
ages, simple matter meet every three, six 
months once year, with open minds and broad 
views and hearty appreciation the other fel- 
low’s position, further slight 
adjustments the percentages which each should 
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receive. course, absolute honesty purpose 
necessary. Dr. Victor Vaughan says: 
essential medicine integrity.” This financial 
feature has been the rock which has wrecked the 
majority groups and should overcome. 


like use the term “community Let 
the patient belong the community physicians. 
think one the most degrading things medi- 
cine the sense proprietorship which many 
medical men try exercise over their patients. 
one has lien any patient. The paramount 
interests are all subsidiary the good the pa- 
tient, and his interest that one better 
qualified than should take care him, 
duty—and consider privilege—to pass him 
the younger let your pa- 
tient. You will have returned you two for one 
you the right way. Let go!” 

convinced that one the greatest mistakes 
professional life has been unwillingness 
let patient. Had specialized earlier 
and more definitely, should have been much bet- 
ter off. kept myself too busy trying take care 
too many patients and too many kinds dis- 
eases. 

matter whether your team charity 
organization partnership plan, whether you 
are working independently, say let when you 
are busy when someone else can better 
your patient. 


More consultations seem most desirable. 
our own county organization, have made 
plea for reduction the consultation fee, with 
the idea that consultations should encouraged. 
many cases, the question adding ten dollars 
the burden the patient the deciding factor 
against consultation. minimizing the fee, 
more consultations would held. 


Group medicine often most 
ried without actual financial partnership. 
All types groups should encouraged. The 
community care properly organized 
lends itself this plan, and many groups may 
built with the hospital center, this 
hospital proper, clinic, that newer development 
known pay clinic, where the patient pays 
minimum. cover actual expenses. The Diagnos- 
tic Group St. Luke’s Hospital San Francisco, 
another plan which other communities might well 
follow. 


has been well said that only the poor and the 
very rich can have expert medical attention. The 
poor get through our thoroughly organized staff 
well established our charity hospitals. The 
rich get paying for army specialists. 
The middle class suffers because above charity 


and cannot pay for expert attention number 
men. 


Organization, co-operation 
these are the three prominent lessons which this 
war should bring home us. best way 


carry them out adopt better business methods, 
better organization, more consultations, more com- 
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munity practice, more group practice, hospital stand- 
ardization, and higher ‘scientific attainments.

THE PHYSICIAN AND INDUSTRY. 
MOSELEY, D., San Francisco. 


The doctor has become important factor 
modern industry and the application his knowl- 
edge industrial conditions has developed new 
specialty medicine. Industry responsible for 
its damage human machinery and the proper 
treatment injuries arising out industrial ac- 
cidents question which should receive the 
serious attention the medical 
should demonstrated both the employer and 
employe that the organized profession stands for 
the very highest class service and men who 
are capable doing good surgery. 

The proper setting fracture important 
matter the working man. not well treated 
may cripple for life. infection 
the hand neglected usually results 
premanently stiff wrist fingers, reducing the 
man’s earning power almost one-half. The 
large number permanent injuries following frac- 
tures and especially injuries the hand, clearly 
shows that there much room for improvement 
the treatment these cases. the 109,998 
industrial accidents occurring the state 1917, 
there were approximately 2,000 them followed 
permanent disability, and while would have 
been impossible prevent many these, yet 
there doubt that some them could have 
been prevented and much better results obtained 
many others. 

The experience the men who have been 
the army will very helpful handling these 
cases the future, not only the matter the 
immediate care the injuries, but also 
ting the injured man back work, which 
important part the treatment. allowed 
remain idle too long some these cases develop 
peculiar mental attitude and nervous condi- 
tion which makes very difficult get them 
return their former occupations and fre- 
quently results the development traumatic 
neurosis. 

Better medical service for those injured in- 
dustry the problem that must met the 
medical profession and worked out the same 
lines that have brought about higher standards 
‘in the medical schools and hospitals. The im- 


provement the treatment these cases 
matter education and this not meant try- 
ing make surgeons out general practitioners, 
but bringing the man general practice the 
point where will not attempt treat serious 
cases for the cure which not fitted 
training experience. should made 
understand that his bad results will condemned 
both the profession and the 

The standard medical service demanded 
the public higher now than ever before and this 
especially ture the field industrial medi- 
cine, and here that the organized medical 
profession can the greatest help weeding 
out the incompetent doctor. 

the treatment the majority these cases, 
either the employer the insurance carrier, with- 
reasonable limits, has the selection the 
sician, and the interest both the employer and 
the injured man demands good service, 
the profession does not stand for higher class 
service the future than has been rendered 
these cases the past, this question which 
will solved for them the laity. not 
reasonable expect the employer, who has 
pay not only the physician, but also for the time 
lost while the injured man disabled, sat- 
isfied with poor service. The time has come for 
the profession constructive work along these 
lines and show that they have some unselfish 
interest these cases. 

There are many medical problems connected 
with industry solved the doctor. The 
proper treatment the injured, accident preven- 
tion, industrial fatigue, the effect industry 
women workers, physical examinations for the 
proper placement workers, are but few 
the questions that must largely worked out 
the medical men. Upon the work done 
the solving these and like questions depends 
the future usefulness the medical profession 
industry.

PROSTITUTION ITS RELATION 
PUBLIC HEALTH SAN FRANCISCO 


SAN FRANCISCO DEPARTMENT HEALTH, 

per WILLIAM HASSLER, D., Health Officer. 

During the month August, 1917, the San 
Francisco Board Health, the request the 
War Department the United States. Govern- 
ment, and accordance with plan outlined 
the Army and Navy through the Commission 
Training Camp Activities, established clinic 
the City Prison for the purpose examining 
for venereal disease all persons arrested the 


Morals Squad vagrants the charge 
prostitution. 


This squad was organized the Chief 
Police cooperate with the Board Health, 
following conference had Francisco 
with the mayors, supervisors, district attorneys, 
sheriffs State and county boards health 
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all the Bay counties, Mayor James Rolph 
presiding. 


Three days after this meeting which the 
policy was outlined and San Francisco’s pledge 
support the program the campaign began 
and has continued date with fearless vigor 
“Smash the Line” manner that has won 
the approval the United States Government. 


During the past year and half both the 
Department Health and the police have been 
attacked and charged with attempting enforce 
not only freak theory, but pernicious experi- 
ment that would not suppress prostitution, but 
which would scatter the residence districts. 


These objectors offered remedy, other than 
that establishing the segregated district, etc., 


The following extract from letter sent the 
Secretary War the mayors the cities and 
the sheriffs the counties the neighborhood 
all military training camps August 10, 1917, 
our answer: 


“The War Department will not tolerate the 
existence any restricted district within 
effective radius the camp. has 
proved that such districts the vicinity army 
camps matter how conducted, 
attended unhappy consequence. only prac- 
tical policy which presents itself relation the 
problem the policy absolute repression, and 
confident that taking this course the 
War Department has placed itself line with 
the thought and practice which modern 
experience has developed. This policy involves, 
course, constant vigilance the part the 
police, not only eliminating regular houses 
prostitution, but checking the more less 
clandestine class, that walks the streets and apt 
frequent lodging houses and hotels. 

“(Signed) Newton Baker.” 


All women, well the men who were 
apprehended with them, who were found 
ing from venereal disease were quarantined and 
sent the San Francisco Hospital. 


times when the hospital ward 
crowded, those suffering with latent syphilis, 
and who could afford private 
treatment reputable physicians, were discharged 
parole and required report the clinic 
once week, but caught second time they 
were sent the county jail for treatment. 


Some escaped through technicalities the law 
the early stages the campaign, but these 
generally left the city. 


From August, 1917, January, 1919, period 
approximately months, 1580 women and 
170 men were examined. 1141 72% the 
women and 18% the men were found 
infected with either Syphilis Gonorrhoea

Results Psychological Study. 


psychological study 100 the San Fran- 
cisco prostitutes held quarantine was made 
Dr. Olga Bridgman, Medical Psychologist the 
San Francisco Board Health. 

Very little careful work has been done with 
regard the problem presented the prostitute, 
and conjectures the intelligence these girls 
and women have been numerous. general 
conclusion, which has been accepted, that approx- 
imately per cent. all prostitutes are feeble- 
minded and that, those not actually feeble- 
minded, few are really endowed with good minds. 
the other hand has been pointed out some 
the more intelligent prostitutes themselves, that 
this conclusion absurd, since the really clever 
prostitute seldom into the hands the 
police. She lives her life quietly without attract- 
ing attention the manner gaining income, 
and may occasionally accepted the better 
classes society. This type prostitute, needless 
say, almost never found the courts, and 
only rarely seen social workers, when her 
later years she finds herself broken down mind 
and body, longer able obtain the income 
necessary satisfy her luxurious tastes and quite 
unable force herself the unskilled work 
which her only resource. 

The prostitutes considered this report are all 
cases appearing the courts; women whose very 
appearance many instances advertises their man- 
ner living and who are, for the most part, 
vulgar and profane, presenting attractions what- 
ever the thoughtful observer. 

Table No. The majority were under years 
age, and while some were drug addicts 
rule they were strong and vigorous, while large 
number those over were wrecks giving evi- 
dence mental and physical excesses. 

the group, were born San Francisco, 
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came from other parts the State and were 
foreign born, were negroes and the rest all 
the white race, there being Mexicans 
Indians other races the group.

the one hundred women, sixty-one were 
married once, twice three times, and thirty-nine 
were unmarried. marriage seems 
fairly general; three were married years and 
only eight after twenty years age.

All these women were given fairly ex- 
tensive mental examination and the 
clinical groups were found: ‘Twenty-four were 
regarded definitely feeble-minded, defective 
that they could never expected look out 
for their own affairs intelligently and just de- 
ficient large numbers girls who are already 
inmates the State home for the feeble-minded. 
The necessary care for these obvious. Only 
continued institutional care can they giveu 
such supervision will protect society. Another 
woman was both insane and feeble-minded and 
had formerly been inmate one the State 
hospitals for the insane. Still another was epileptic 
and feeble-minded and should certainly not 
large the community. 

Thirty-nine the prostitutes belong 
doubtful border-line group. They show cer- 
tain amount mental defect, but under favorabie 
conditions they might become self-supporting. They 
need careful supervision and training for long 
time. Some will break down still further, far 
mental capacity concerned, and they may 
later have the Home for the Feeble- 
minded, but each case effort should made 
help the women useful life. this 
industrial farm for women absolutely neces- 
sary. dealing with this doubtful group, 
have right jump conclusions future 
possibilities. Only. after long continued study and 
observation should judge this type individual 
fit unfit. 

Twenty-five these women are merely dullards, 
with considerable shrewdness about practical mat- 
ters, but untrained and lacking ambition 
terest. For them, too, industrial farm 
essary and the chances for the future are better 
than with the less intelligent girls. 

Finally comes the group intelligent, capable 
with quick, alert minds, but with 


moral ideals and scruples against life 
vice. These girls, capable intellectually leading 
normal life, but rule, selfish and unemo- 
tional, will very hard help. However, pro- 
longed and patient effort has never been made 
systematically and until done, one has 
right anticipate failure.

CONCLUSIONS. 


Suppression prostitution San Francisco 
has proven practical and successful and justifies 
continuation the same law and enforcement 
measures during normal times that were started 
war measure. 

That venereal disease hospital should 
maintained the city public health measure 
supplemented clinics where proper treatment 
without cost can administered. 

That segregation should made the 
hospital which will tend separate the beginner 
who from the defective and hardened 
case. 

That the State should provide place where 
the sub-normal and defective can sent and 
cared for after curing the acute condition for 
which they were quarantined. 

industrial farm should maintained 
the State where the normal and border-line case 
car sent for rehabilitation physically and where 
mental and vocational training may had fit 
them into the scheme life which 
only after period absence from 
roundings which enslaved them. 

Without such co-ordinated 
connections the present system offers hope 
for the greater percentage the women 
cures them for the time being their acute 
troubles and throws them back into the mill 
ground over again.

TREATMENT HAY FEVER 
ALCOHOLIC INJECTION.* 


Hay fever has been the bugbear physicians 
for years. the past, when patient suffering 
from hay fever came for treatment, felt 
nelpless and said there was little cure. 
true that many cases found deformities 
the nose such deflected septums, enlarged turb- 
inates, septal spurs, etc., which seemed con- 
tribute the disease, but unfortunately the cor- 
rection these deformities, rule, did not 
relieve the distressing symptoms which arose from 
the hay fever itself. think great deal in- 
jurious operative procedure has been carried out 
these cases, especially the removal the turbinate 
bodies and that much harm was done these 
operations, and after all was very rare indeed 
when this operative work produced 
results the hay fever symptoms. 


Several years ago was suggested 
friend Dr. James Black San Francisco, that 
injected into the mucous membrane the 
nose would relieve hay fever. the time 
thought but little the suggestion and fact had 
very little faith it, but different hay fever 
patients presented themselvés, and was unable 
relieve them other means, finally decided 
try the injection 95% alcohol into the nose 
cure relief for hay fever. 

One the first upon which used the treat- 
ment was particular friend mine, Mr. 
then Mayor Fresno. The reaction was great 
that the Mayor thought was ruined for life and 
suffered much more intensely for few days than 
had previously. However, much 
prise after about ten days, his symptoms entirely 
disappeared and has never had return the 
trouble the present date. With this beginning, 
tried occasional case until about four years 
ago when commenced treat all cases hay 
fever that came this same manner. 
first was surprised find that nearly all the 
cases were entirely relieved the symptoms. 
the present time, after treating sixty seventy 
cases, very much surprised the patient 
not 

make injection directly into the turbinate 
body, especially. the lower turbinate, also into the 
sides the septum well. The 
somewhat painful, even, although, the nasal cavity 
has been thoroughly anesthetized. 
pain the entrance the needle but upon the 
injection the alcohol into the tissues the patient 
complains considerable pain for few moments 
each injection, provided the alcohol properly 
injected. Several injections should made 
each side, and have felt some the cases 
which the treatment was not success, that the 
fault lay technique rather than with the 
treatment itself. There considerable reaction fol- 
lowing the treatment lasting from two seven

not purpose try explain how this 
treatment acts upon the tissues nor feel equal 
explaining the etiology hay fever, other than 
say that has been supposed due some 
pollen which inhaled and causes irritation 
the schneiderian membrane and the nerves the 
nose. Dr. Grant Selfridge San Francisco has 
been doing extensive work along the line study 
pollenization and the study vaccine treatment 
for hay fever. Dr. Selfridge deserves great credit 
for his work along this line, and believes more 
firmly than ever the influence pollen 
glands play some important role its etiology. 
numerous cases, that the effect this injection 
upon the nerve centers remove entirely 
great majority cases, the sensibility the pollen, 
the cause, and other cases to, great 
extent. presume the injection acts upon the nerves 
the nose the same manner the injection the 
branches the tri-facial nerve relieves facial 
neuralgia. the permanency the cure, 
varies with different people. Some cases which 
treated four five years ago have never had 
attack since, although they had suffered each spring 
and summer previous the treatment. Others are 
relieved for one season and have return the 
each year. Most cases, however, seem 
cured permanently. have used vaccine some 
extent but with little result. 


will report few cases have treated within 
the last few years. 


Mrs. C., age about years Merced, Cal., 
treated 1915. Had suffered very severely for 
several seasons, much fact, that each year 
she was forced the beach the moun- 
tains. She was rather nervous individual and 
probably not well treated some other pa- 
tients. After few days all symptoms disappeared 
and last report, several months ago, she had 
suffered return the trouble. She has been 
much pleased with the treatment that she has 
referred numerous cases me. 

Miss D., age 22, teacher profession. Had hay 
fever for several years, also several other members 
her family were similarly affected very severely. 
Was treated the usual manner and after few 
reported herself entirely relieved. During the 
summer vacation following the treatment she vis- 
ited relatives Texas where several members 
the family were affected with the hay fever and 
was find that she had return 
the attacks. 

Dr. Had suffered intensely from hay fever. 
Was treated 1918 and secured only partial relief. 
far this season has suffered somewhat but not 
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severely heretofore. This one case that 
cannot termed cure. 

Mr. K., age 35, member Fresno City Fire De- 
partment, referred local physician. was 
suffering severely, tears streaming from his eyes 
which were red and inflamed, and nose completely 
obstructed and claimed had been unable 
sleep for several nights. Was treated the usual 
manner and returned twenty-four hours afterward 
much relieved that looked like changed in- 
dividual. still remains entirely relieved. 

Mr. L., Southern Pacific employee from Tracy, 
had suffered for three four years. Was injected 
May 10, 1919, and has had perfect relief since 
that date. 

Miss N., age 19, Visalia, treated July, 
1918. Had suffered from severe attacks for sev- 
eral years. Had deflected septum which was op- 
erated and the same sitting was injected for 
hay fever. Had perfect relief until May, 1919, 
when she again presented herself for treatment. 
Have not heard from her since the treatment, 
which occurred May 21, consequently cannot 
give the results the second treatment. 

Miss H., age 30. Suffered severely that each 
the past six seven years was com- 
pelled the mountains the coast. Was 
treated May 1919, and relief was almost im- 
mediate. Claims she has practically not sneezed 
since the treatment. 

Mr. H., age 17, Visalia. Was very timid 
individual and had considerable difficulty ma- 
king the injection properly, but was nevertheless 
entirely almost immediately. fact with- 
week was working “hand” the hay 
field and has had return the symptoms. 

Miss F., age 30, Visalia. Had suffered for 
years. Was treated Visalia but not entire 
satisfaction. Had considerable reaction 
ported two weeks ago that she was not 
entirely relieved. Since that time her family phys- 
ician advised that she was improving. 

Mrs. B., sister one the leading physicians 
the valley, was referred her brother. 
She was suffering from deflected septum which 
was operated and the same sitting was injected 
for the hay fever. She was immediately relieved 
all hay fever symptoms practically from the hour 
the treatment. saw her May and she 
expressed herself being very greatly pleased with 
the result the treatment, since this the first 
season for several years that she has not suffered 


intensely. 

said before, the cases which cure 
culiar susceptibility the patient, but hope 
get touch with most these unsuccessful cases 
and see they cannot relieved. have men- 
tioned these cases show that not every case 
cured but believe ratio has been five out 


six, and most the cases have had but one 
treatment. 


The treatment not, mentioned before, 
extremely painful, but not entirely devoid 
pain one would suppose should be. Some 
patients seem suffer very little, while others 
claim the pain intense.

All symptoms the hay-fever have 
passed away. not sneeze, nostrils have 
cleared completely and breathe without any hin- 
drance. eyes not smart run any more.

would suffer very much from it, but feel splendid 
now, better than years, and feel that 
under obligations you for it. shall let 
friends know about this.” 


conclusion 

vaccine treatment hay fever has 
not been all that would desire, and while 
hoping that time something promising along 
this line will found, not think yet the 
soluticn the problem has been found the 
vaccines. 

Second—The alcohol treatment much quicker, 
only one treatment being required usually, and 
the result most cases permanent.

CHILDREN’S YEAR CALIFORNIA.* 
By ADEI.AIDE BROWN, M. D., San Francisco. 


The second year America’s entrance into the 
world war was declared “Children’s Pres- 
ident Wilson. Under the Program the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau, Department Labor, Washington, 
Miss Julia Lathrop, 
slogan “Save 100,000 the 300,000 
deaths under one year age the United 
States, was established. 

This Program was undertaken the Women’s 
Committee the Council Defense, and Dr. 
went Washington, Chairman. The Chil- 
dren’s Bureau co-operated every way print- 
ing, extending franking privilege State Chair- 
man, etc. The States were organized under 
State Chairman, and each County under its own 
Chairman Children’s Year. 

California was organized April, 1918, and 
secured once the endorsement the State Med- 
ical Society and the State Board 
thus acknowledging that program for better 
health childhood could put through without 
the cordial support and work the medical 
profession. 

California’s share the babies saved 
1822. actual results cannot given before 
June. The epidemic-free months the year will 
the basis for estimating the effect the teach- 
ing better child-care during Children’s Year. 

The work was organized Counties the 
State. The State Board Health 
June Bulletin “Children’s Year Bulletin,” and 
15,000 copies were distributed. This Bulletin in- 
cluded very careful article “Vaccination,” cer- 
tain articles “Child Hygiene,” well those 
“Birth Registration,” “Clean Milk” and “Child 
Welfare.” 

The National Program was divided into three 
campaigns,

The California Committee emphasized for its 
year’s work the Child Hygiene side the Nation- 
Program. carried the Weighing and 
Measuring Drive Counties, which reported 
August. Five hundred and forty-one physicians 
the State signed the National Weighing and 
Measuring Cards, which were sent Chicago 
compiled with the National Report, and 53,462 
children were weighed and measured. 
about per cent. the population under 
years age. 

Since that time other Counties have Drives 
under way completed. Ten Counties are re- 
weighing their children, and thus emphasizing 
the mothers the value observing the growth 
the child and frequent examinations. 


the total number— 
46.6 per cent. had physical defects, 
cent. abnormal tonsils and adenoids, 
24.7 per cent. were below the height 
weight the National scale, 
5.5 per cent. had defective teeth. 


These statistics were slightly larger the first 
40,000. The Weighing and Measuring Drive 
gave great opportunity for education, and every 
mother was given Dietary corresponding the 
age her child, various Government pamphlets, 
and literature the care the teeth, well 
general educational Flier emphasizing the 
points perfect childhood. 


Birth Registration has been emphasized all over 
the State. thousand cards were circulated 
and sent back Sacramento, registering the chil- 
dren under one year age, and when the State 
Records were searched was found that the best 
Counties showed per cent. unregistered and the 
poorest high per cent. unregistered. 
County Chairmen followed these cases non- 
with the result that 1710 more chil- 
dren appear the Register January 
1919, than the increase any other preceding 
years. 

The infant mortality California varies from 
14.2,—or 142 per thousand births—to 6.4,—or 
per thousand births, San Francisco, and 
averages 7.8 throughout the State. 

The intensive care given San Francisco 
the city’s abandoned children, probably one 
reason why the infant mortality low. Under 
the boarding-out system the Associated Chari- 
ties, and the Health Center developed 
for the medical and nursing guidance 
group babies—their statistics have dropped from 
per the Foundling Asylum was 
first broken and the babies boarded private 
homes—to 2.8 per cent., the average the last 
five years under the supervision Public Health 
Nurses and the Children’s Health Center. 

New Zealand has the lowest national infant 
mortality per cent—and this secured 
the same intensive type work, applied 
country with population, climate, and territory 
about equal California. per cent. for the 
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State should the goal toward which look. 

Infant mortality from intestinal disease has been 
greatly reduced Feeding Stations, clean milk, 
and general education mothers. The pioneers 
this movement—Henry Coit, Emmett 
Julia Lathrop, and 
co-workers the National Federation Women’s 
Clubs, the doctors and the lay-press, have made 
this drop infant mortality from intestinal dis- 
ease, but all deaths are not from intestinal disease. 
the first weeks life the classification 
causes for death, from the Vital Statistics Report 
1913, are: prematurity, toxemia the mother, 
injuries the child birth, syphilis, and mal- 
formation child. 

Certainly better pre-natal care could bring the 
first four these causes for infant mortality under 
control. fore-seeing the mechanics partu- 
rition would reduce the injuries birth, and the 
toxemias the mother would greatly lessened 
continuous pre-natal care, would the losses 
from syphilis and prematurity. The conditions 
the ovum, causing mal-formation the child, are 
outside our range skill. 


The United States does not hold creditable 
position regard maternal 
world study. Next Spain, she 
highest mortality, and today the great emphasis 
should pre-natal care.” 

The draft statistics certaily have emphasized 
the people the Nation—both lay 
health inspection repeated 
physical examinations will bring out faults, the 
correction which will add physical power. 
The men the draft were discarded about 
per cent. The children California under 
six years age have per cent. correctable 
defects. The Children’s Year Program offers 


three modes meeting this problem:

Third—In centralizing the guidance for 
this type of- work the establishment 
Child Hygiene Bureau under the 
State Board Health. 


Children’s Year California, co-operation 
with the work the Bureau Tuberculosis 
the State Board Health, has established 
County Nurses and many Health Centers started 
throughout the State. 

Under the head the University Extension 
work, Lecture Course was carried both 
Los Angeles and San Francisco during the winter, 
and two Correspondence Courses “Scientific 
Motherhood” are action. 

The establishment Child Hygiene Bureau 
the hands the California State Legislature. 
Twenty-one States have these Bureaus,—14 them 
having been established since the beginning 
Children’s Year—and Indiana, Connecticut and 
California have bills before their Legislatures. 
State has ever given one up.

UNSATISFACTORY RESULTS FOLLOW- 
ING NON-INFECTED FINGER INJUR- 
IES INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENTS 
WITH SPECIAL REFERENCE AM- 
PUTATIONS.*

the course investigation various matters 
associated with permanent injuries, was greatly 
impressed the fact that the rehabilitation the 
injured workmen seemed often depend less 
the extent the original injuries than certain 
factors which many cases appeared pre- 
ventable. The purpose this paper. point 
out some these causes continued disability, 
illustrating same notes which jotted down 
investigation reports the time the visits.

Present attention limited finger injuries 
because they comprise unusually large propor- 
tion industrial injuries and therefore the 
cases seen the investigation. 4,265 perma- 
nent injuries occurring California the years 
1914, and 1916, 2,437, over per cent. 
were finger injuries. For the average laborer the 
fingers are the essential tools his craft and any- 
thing which impairs their function seriously cripples 
The remarkable development 
recent years various manufacturing industries 
has multiplied many times the injuries fingers 
among machine operators, and apparent that 
insufficient attention has been given 
ingly important subject surgical writers. 
finger amputations, 1,946 occurred the three 
years above mentioned, and only 189 amputations 
arms, hands, legs feet. The average medi- 
cal college curriculum and surgical text devote 
undue attention the latter subject, but little 
the former. 


Approximately 200 cases non-infected finger 
injuries were seen. Practically all these were the 
results accidents occurring the years 1915 
and 1916, district comprising roughly the 
northern part the State California. Unsatis- 
factory results were noted these cases, 
which are presented the accompanying tabu- 
lation. cases omitted presented additional 
features interest. That per cent. unsatis- 
factory results should occur finger injuries, even 
though not all are considered 
powerful argument for further consideration 
this subject the part surgeons. 


The cases with history infection are not 
included, for the reason that them im- 
possible now recognize the problems which were 
met the individual cases and justly criticize 
the actual results. However, bearing these 
cases, instruction may gained from the records 
men with stiffened fingers who would rather 
have them off (vide infra). 


Discredit may thrown this work the 
ground that certain proportion injured work- 
men are apt complain non-existent defects 
order exaggerate their condition for the sake 
possible additional compensation. far 
the latter point concerned, all were informed 
that the investigation was for statistical purposes 
only and that was entirely without the jurisdic- 
tion the invesigator re-open their cases. 
fact, most cases, they well understood, the 
lapse time prevented any possibility their 
getting higher rating. Moreover, practically 
all instances the points complained could 
confirmed objective findings. Care was taken 
not suggest any particular symptoms, only such 
general being asked as: “How the 
stump?”, “have you had any trouble your

The prophylactic remedy for insufficient pad 
shorten the bone until proper flaps can se- 
cured properly cover the stump. view the 
physiological fact that the tissues amputa- 
tion stump waste away, the advisability secur- 
ing thick pads may questioned. true that 
muscle tissue, and doubtless fat also, whole 
part, disapear from the flaps used cover 
stump, but examination these stumps some time 
after the injury indicates that fibrous tissue has 
been substituted for the tissues that have wasted, 
and the extent the development the fibrous 
pad seems dependent the original thickness 
the covering (ceteris paribus). have not had 
opportunity make anatomical study the 
stump previously amputated finger, but ex- 
ternal examination has convinced the above 
fact. 

The question adherent scars closely related 
that insufficient pad and some cases Groups 
properly placed” not often troublesome unless 
associated with insufficient pad. there are 
many cases series where tenderness the 
stump was caused insufficient pad alone, not 
being associated with adherent improperly 
placed scar, and without evidence the inclusion 
nerve ends the cicatrix.

series, however, there have been but few cases (see 
B., 6th case Group II), where improp- 
erly placed scar has itself been the cause 
disability, this despite the fact that very large 
proportion the scars are terminal volar. 

The nature the original injury usually 
such that the excess damage the volar 
tissues leaving natural dorsal flap which can 
brought over and sutured. The amount short- 
ening which would necessary fashion volar 
flap cover the bone end renders this “text book” 
procedure objectionable. true that the skin 
the palmar surface has sensation 
and stands better under daily use than the 
dorsal skin, but these are insufficient reasons for 
marked shortening the finger. 
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volar scar adherent the bone, associated 
usually with insufficient pad. Accompanying 
the tenderness the whole stump and especially 
the scar itself, there will often distinct limi- 
tation movement account pain sharp 
forcible flexion, grasping tool. The

ENDS SEVERED NERVES CAUGHT SCARS AFTER 
AMPUTATIONS. 


The symptoms complained of, attributable 
nerves being incorporated amputation scar, were 
quite varied, but the most common was more 
“electric shock,” etc. More disabling was definite 
tenderness the end the nerve, especially 
volar terminal scar. exerting point pressure 
along the line the scar slightly prominent place 
would found, gentle pressure which would 
cause distinctly unpleasant sensation the in- 
jured, often accompanied immediate motor re- 
action. Such finger unsatisfactory. 

Wherever possible, the nerves should receive 
the same attention finger amputations 
major amputation, least where the amputation 
proximal the distal joint. The nearer the 
hand approached the more essential 
become. Remembering the anatomical relation 
the nerves the arteries, should not too 
pick the severed ends and remove 
the terminal portion.

DEFORMED NAILS FOLLOWING FINGER AMPUTATIONS 


There scarcely anything more troublesome 
worker than defective finger nail. some 
cases sticks out from the stump like hook and 
catches things, sometimes tearing off, always 
very painful. The unfortunate part that 
matter how much trauma done the nail 
continues grow in. Sometimes only fractional 
and very much disordered matrix survives the 
criginal injury and the nail mere stub, often 
narrow and sharp and growing out right angles 
the surface. Pressure the point this 
forces the base into the subjacent tissues and 
causes excruciating pain. The arrangement the 
flaps may carry the matrix the terminal 
even the volar surface, the which 
ensues may easily appreciated. 

Unless most the damage the soft parts 
the dorsal surface, unusual for amputa- 
tion distal the distal joint accompanied 
troublesome nail. such cases the nail usually 
grows straight and highly valued the in- 
jured workman, especially for the protection 
tender stump. cases amputation the distal 
joint proximal thereto, the surgeon must con- 
sider that the nail, should appear, will 
nuisance and ought take steps prevent its 
growth.

THE PROBLEM THE WOMAN VENE- 
REAL DISEASE CARRIER.* 
By ETHEL M. WATTERS, M. D., San Francisco. 


When the Federal authorities chose recognize 


the danger the troops presented the presence’ 


women venereal disease carriers the vicinities 
the army camps, great step the fight 
against these diseases had been taken. dis- 
cussing the problem the woman infected 
syphilis gonorrhoea, the fact that both men 
and women are carriers, should not ignored; 
however, the women are the more conspicuous 
individuals, often passing their lives response 
the demand for illicit sex relations, and they 
can usually apprehended readily enough. They 
form social group, for which society has but 
little consideration, whereas their patrons, 
whose bounty they subsist, frequently are able 
the strength their social and economic 
positions avoid entirely most the unpleasant 
consequences vicious acts. Punishment care 
for the women alone, has never and will never 
solve the problem, eradicating venereal dis- 
ease. Moreover, from the standpoint public 
health, one the most significant aspects the 
association prostitution with venereal diseases 
and the dissemination the infection outside 
the circle the original offender. The prosti- 
tute simply satisfies demand, and far 
information can obtained the supply, even now, 
does not exceed the demand. ‘This means but one 
thing, that prostitution and its associated dis- 
eases are ever disappear, education alone will 
bring this about. The single standard morals 
sex matters, only few years ago, was laughed 
even undesirable. The whole 
world knows differently now. with most 
great and lasting things, full understanding 
necessary for change attitude. old argu- 
ment the part the prostitute her own 
behalf and one which even now advanced 
occasionally, has been that the prostitute saves 
the other woman voluntary entrance into 
life vice, simply assuming that illicit sex 
relations must taken matter course. 
Experience with the gréat body men enlisted 
the Government, has rendered this defense 
vain one. 

Inasmuch sex immorality was known 
the greatest factor the exposure venereal 
disease was once judged essential keep 
the soldier away from the prostitute. 
result the desire the part the Govern- 
ment free localities from camp followers, who 
would menace the health and efficiency 
the men, special efforts were made during the 
war apprehend and examine 
women the vicinity the camps. With this 
work the state and local officials cooperated. 
Records women arrested and examined 
are now available for the year 1918. Throughout 
the State California, 3066 women were held 
for examination and these, 1969 64% were

Women venereal disease carriers are sev- 
eral types, socially and every other way. First, 
there the innocent woman girl, who acquires 
infection and who once becomes source 
danger. Innocent though her share the 
may be, she may readily infect sister 
any other member her household unwittingly. 
sure, this type presents comparatively 
insignificant problem, and only mentioned 
bring out the fact that all venereal disease 
not invariably evidence guilt, and again that 
venereal disease always, matter where 
found, source danger the community. 


Probably the most important group the mat- 
ter the transmission disease that the 
commercial prostitute. The woman this type 
depends part entirely the profits 
life vice for her livelihood. She may 
inmate house ill fame, she may keep 
apartment her own which visitors regu- 
larly come; but the commercial aspect 
important one for her. These women may take 
good care their health but sooner later 
the rule that venereal disease contracted. 
The commercial prostitute may woman 
taste and refinement with high intellectual abilities 
along many lines, but whatever may have been 
her possibilities earlier life, when she has once 
become finished prostitute she apparently can 
longer understand the moral arguments against 
life her kind, though she resents bitterly the 
social discrimination against her. However, she 
herself inconsistent this respect, for when 
comes judgment her less prosperous and 
successful sisters, one could possibly more 
harsh and unsympathetic toward them 
wretched state than she is. 

Another type, and important one, made 
irresponsible individuals, young inexperienced 
girls and minded girls and women. Many 
these, coming from vicious and depraved homes, 
have acquired sickening knowledge vice 
all its forms from their earliest days. them 
sex immorality taken quite matter course 
and one girl put it, don’t see what there 
make such fuss about, anyway.” With 
many these girls the commercial element plays 
very small part none all. 

the part the feeble-minded woman there 
can, course, real understanding the 
social argument against immorality 
feeble-minded woman, unsupervised com- 
munity potential carrier venereal disease 
long there any demand for anything she 
can offer. This fact itself proof the 
contention that society and the individual would 
each benefit every feeble-minded woman were 
properly segregated either within institution 
any other way which adequate protection 
could afforded. 

all studies the prostitutes who have been 
detained hospitals elsewhere for treatment 
considerable proportion has been found 
made feeble-minded individuals, absolutely 
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incapable conducting their own affairs under 
ordinary conditions. Many others 
ingly dull borderline individuals, who 
cial care and training fit themselves earn 
any sort decent livelihood. Few these 
women admit that they are infected and many 
seem honestly believe that society 
conspiring against them taking from them their 
only occupation and forcing them submit 
treatment under jail conditions. 


One cottage the Sonoma State Home now 
being filled with feeble-minded, delinquent women, 
most whom have had treated for venereal 
disease before being sent the institution. Because 
the facilities have always been inadequate care 
for more than limited number, there are many 
of. these individuals, needing constant 
care, who are large various communities 
where their menace public health 
pected. More institutional care must provided 
for these women order that the public may 
protected against them and their progeny. 

One characteristic common most prostitutes 
disinclination for either mental 
physical. They acquire early their careers 
habits idleness and luxury which unfit them 
earn their incomes ordinary decent ways, and 
when confronted with the necessity changing 
their mode living they are completely 
loss, saying frankly that their earning power 
not great enough provide them bread alone. 
This phase character common that local 


police officials, when confronted women who 


have been apprehended again and again for the 
same offenses, have reiterated that there were 
only place which these women might 
sentenced, for educational purposes, the problem 
would simplified. The measure now before 
the Legislature which provides for State Indus- 
trial Farm for delinquent women aims fill this 
need. 

The nomadic lives ied prostitutes make 
interesting study. Since the number 
workers has been increased throughout the State 
there have been numerous opportunities tracing 
the comings and goings these wanderers, espe- 
cially those who are held detention for the 
treatment the infectious stages venereal dis- 
ease, and who report only sporadically for further 
treatment. effort have these women 
continue treatment until cured, health officers and 
social service workers have cooperated successfully. 
Recently the number patients known have 
begun treatment one town and known have 
moved another place, neglecting care for 
themselves physically, has increased. gratify- 
ing able relate that owing the 
efforts the social service workers, many 
these. patients have been found and 
induced continue treatment voluntarily. How- 
ever, amount explanation persuasion can 
accomplish results with the anti-social individuals 
who have been infected long that they firmly 
believe their condition quite normal and for 
them forcible detention necessary they are 
rendered even temporarily non-infectious. 
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The question may well asked, what the use 
spending money and energy treating these 
women and releasing them re-infected 
few weeks. another argument for pro- 
longed detention and training for these individuals 
inasmuch the regenerative influence few 
weeks’ stay hospital can scarce expected 
counteract the effect years idleness and 
self-indulgence. 

Perhaps satisfactory way presenting 
picture the prostitute type will give some 
the more interesting stories detail.

family. She was then sixteen years old and 
for the next sixteen years she worked steadily, 
even managing save little money. Presently 
man came upon the scene and paid her much 
attention. She thought intended marry her 
but when she became pregnant, would 
longer have anything with her. the 
same time she lost her position and soon all her 
small savings were used paying for her 
living expenses. was this time that she 
was examined the hospital. Her mental capacity 
child, her practical ability and judgment were 
very inferior. She could not make simple change 
and every way showed her marked mental 
inferiority. was impossible her 
admission the home for the feeble-minded 
this time and other plans had made. She 
said that she did not wish marry the father 
her child and only wanted place where she 
could support herself and her baby. 
ments were made place her with association 
which agreed find work for her, but the child’s 
father appeared the scene and marriage was 


arranged. The father was drunkard and never 
provided for his wife and child but 
time Julia had gotten the point where she 


was longer ambitious earn her own living 
and live with him the worst 
possible conditions, rather than work. the 
meantime she had contracted syphilis from her 
husband and when year later her third child 
was born, both she and the child were bad 
physical condition. Still she was unwilling 


Arrange- 
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sterilized, but said that she would not keep any 
more her babies, but would adopt them out 
before she got fond them. another 
her fourth child was born, 
and when this baby was only few days old, 
the drunken father seized roughly and the 
child’s death resulted. The next fifth child 
was still-born and this time the conditions 
this were bad that the children 
were taken the parents because gross 
neglect. Both the living children 
minded and are only waiting till room can 
made for them the Home for the Feeble-Minded. 
Within the last six months the drunken husband 
has been jail, and the woman. lonely 
and destitute, entirely out the habit work- 
ing, kas become common prostitute, soliciting 
the streets. few weeks ago, she was exam- 
ined for venereal disease and found infected 
acute gonorrhoea. She naively explained 
that she was afraid she was pregnant again and 
felt that her husband would not very pleasant 
about when was released from jail. This 
the sordid story one feeble-minded woman, 
left unsupervised the community. 
nothing show for her life except two imbecile 
children who are being supported the county 
and her whole existence has been one series 
wretched experiences after another. 
not necessary argue the need per- 
manent care for such individual this and: 
Julia had been placed the proper institution 
when young girl, both she and the community 
would have been spared much. 

L—This woman was thirty years old when 
arrested for house ill fame. She 
was born Paris. Her mother and most the 
other women the family were 
regarding this legitimate profession 
which one need really ashamed. Her own 
attitude toward prostitution readily shown 
the remark made woman 
whom she was talking, “Your business good 
one, better than mine now. Mine 
with keen, shrewd business sense, and was 
rumored that the time her arrest she had 
bank account $60,000. She had come 
America, following twin sister who had left 
prostitution and had married musician who came 
America. Valentine, herself, had 
marricd early life, but had been 
befcre her marriage and continued this life. Her 
little son lad ten years, being educated 
good Paris. This type woman 
literally born into her business. For her 
legitimate and profitable: life and the unpleasant 
side she accepts part the necessary evil 
associated with making one’s way the world. 
The arrest was disgrace and she could not 
all understand how her conduct had any way 
warranted the publicity which she was receiving. 
Her attitude was naive and while she granted that 
prostitution was “bad business,” was simply 
because was attended with too much notoriety. 

F.—This woman now twenty-two years old 
and present jail because having made 
serious disturbance the hospital where she 
was held for treatment. This girl 
known the courts for the past seven years. 
fifteen years she was first brought into the 
Juvenile Court and investigation her life showed 
her promiscuously immoral, associating with 
negroes and orientals and any others who chanced 
come her way. Kate was very pretty girl 
with good intelligence and realization times, 
any rate, that she was missing much that 
was good life. She was placed probation 


again and again and every effort was made 
help her make pleasant 


friendly way 
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place for herself. after short time effort 
lead decent life, there entire 
breaking away from all restraint and presently 
the girl would located, usually the most 
vicious neighborhood which could found. From 
her youth Kate could never regarded 
passive victim. Always she was the aggressor 
and she repeatedly admitted that her sex appetite 
was absolutely beyond her control, that she 
realized that she was making misery for herself, 
but that she could not help it. Finally after 
comparatively long. period decent living she 
married young naval officer and those interested 
her hoped that her troubles were end. 
Ordinary home life failed satisfy her, however, 
and presently she left her husband and few 
time was arrested raid dis- 
reputable house. There seems little hope 
for with this Her personal attractiveness and 
mental ability are high, but her sudden outbursts 
sex feeling seem definitely allied such 
ditions dipso-mania and because them she 
likely down through her life 
wretched creature, seeing what she and what 
she has missed, but powerless change matters. 

The Family—This family has for many 
years been known most the social and 
reformatory agencies working near 
cisco. generations are present being 
supported almost entirely the public and all 
have been will complete social failures. 
The grandmother epileptic, defective indi- 
vidual now the State Home for the Feeble- 
Minded. This woman always had very question- 
able morals and her children were brought 
which resulted immorality the part the 
daughters soon they were old enough 
about. The oldest these daughters married 
about nineteen years and both she and her 
husband were known have syphilis. They have 
three children, all syphilitic, and badly did they 
neglect these unfortunate little ones that the 
Society for the Prevention Cruelty Children 
the matter the attention the court 
and the children were placed homes the 
expense the community. The second daughter, 
feeble-minded girl, became prostitute about 
fifteen years age and after several years 
probation and stay girls’ reformatory was 
finally sent the Home for the Feeble-Minded 
wkere she now is. The third child, lad 
years, epileptic imbecile with signs con- 
genital syphilis and the youngest child, girl 
twelve years, also feeble-minded with severe 
and typical signs congenital syphilis and 
triple-plus Wassermann reaction. the grand- 
mother, when girl had been recognized 
feeble-minded individual and placed

THE TREATMENT GONORRHEA 
AND SYPHILIS WOMEN.*

ted States Public Health Service states that there

the general practitioner upon him that 
must depend for their early eradication thereby 
eliminating the foci responsible for the general 
dissemination these diseases.

vate practice. those patients confined the

Urethritis—Acute urethritis best treated 
rest, diet, large amount water internally, 
good suality sandalwood oil and the injection 
one one thousand solution acriflavine. 
The latter dye was recently introduced Eng- 
land for the treatment infected wounds and 
male and female urethra. number patients 
have been cured after five six injections and 
its therapeutic value far exceeds that argyrol, 
protargol and other silver preparations which 
are now vogue. 


chronic urethritis have obtained the best 
results with instillations one three per cent. 
solutions silver nitrate and, indicated, 
endoscopic applications ten per cent. solutions 
the same drug. Preceding this treatment small 
meati and strictures, means uncommon 
the female urethra, are dilated and involved glands 
destroyed. 


the presence infection Skenes 
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glands fine probe introduced far possible 
into the duct which then laid open with 
curved gland destroyed the 
application carbolic acid, followed alcohol 
This changed daily and the wound which 
permitted heal granulation usually closes 
within ten days, this point infection being then 
eliminated. 

The glands Bartholin like Skenes glands 
are favorite locations for the gonococcus. They 
lie partly the anterior leaf the triangular 
ligament and portion them covered 
the posterior portion the 
and the bulbo-cavernous muscle. 
used the excision these glands follows: 


incision one inch length made along 
the outer margin the labia minora extending 
equal distance above and below the posterior 
commissure. blunt pair curved Mayo 
scissors the fascia between the lateral wall 
the vagina and the sphincter vaginae muscle 
separated and the gland which easily recognized 
its smooth glistening capsule 
into view with Alice clamp. 
end the incision should avoided during the 
dissection because the proximity the bulbous 
vestibuli puncture which results considerable 
bleeding. The outer side the gland first 
freed and the duct when reached ligated close 
the vaginal wall. Although rule there 
very little bleeding, advisable tie all 
vessels. The wound closed from the bottom 
with plain catgut, drainage being used. 
Incision the vaginal wall eliminates all chance 
the wound healing primary intention. Re- 
gardless this accident the number wounds 
this locality healing first intention obvi- 
ously small. This result was achieved but 
eighteen, thirty-four and six-tenths per cent. 
our series fifty-two operations. 

interesting note that twenty-nine 
these cases smears the discharge which were 
negative for gonococci before operation became 
positive the secretion from the wound for sev- 
eral days thereafter. 

Cervix.—Endocervicitis always treated 
cauterization this the only method have 
found definite value. 


Infection higher must receive proper at- 
tention before permanent results..will obtained. 
has been our experience that injections and 
local applications are little value 
volvement glandular structures. Radical treat- 
ment, other words destruction removal 
the glands, essential recovery. 

The records thirty-three the cases 
this series are seen the accompanying chart. 
Features interest are the absence frequency 
other urinary symptoms supposed 
sociated with the majority cases urethritis 
women, and the common occurrence salpin- 
gitis complication. 

Seventy-six our patients were cured, twelve 
per cent. doubtful and twelve per cent, uncured. 


consider combined fairly intensive method 
treatment most efficacious syphilis and this 
procedure was followed the present series 
cases. 


Arsphenamine administered intravenously 
intervals one week together with either inunc- 
tions mercury ointment, weekly intramuscular 
injections mercury salicylate with quinine and 
hydrocholoride intravenous injections 
mercury bicholoride. Potassium iodide given 
graduated doses mouth. 

ten twenty Luer syringe superior 
any gravity apparatus for the administration 
arsphenamine. this method smaller 
needle may used which addition being 
painful permits the utilization smaller 
veins and prevents measure too in- 


jection. still greater importance, however, 


the fact that the number reactions follow- 
ing the use smaller quantity water 
decidedly Although convinced this fact 
determined prove actual comparison. 
Six decigrams arsphenamine were dissolved 
fifty freshly distilled sterile water which 
had been boiled short time previously, and injected 
into the veins eight patients Reactions occurred 
three cases, thirty-seven and one-half per 
cent. After ten subsequent injections containing 
the same amount arsphenamine similarly pre- 
pared ten water reaction followed. 

The question the proper interval between 
arsphenamine injections one over which much 
discussion has arisen and opinions vary from one 
day six months. Hazen Washington claims 
that nineteen patients with positive Wasser- 
mann negative was obtained every case ex- 
cept one following three injections 0.4 
arsphenamine per one hundred and fifty pounds 
order verify this interesting result 0.6 
arsphenamine were administered five positive 
cases this manner. Wassermann 
resulted but one instance and 
blood gave one plus Gradwohl. 

are the habit using sharp twenty- 
one gauge needle one and 
long. This inserted with the bevel upward 
and the back flow blood into the syringe in- 
dicates that the vein has been entered. The 
needle then pressed little further into the 
lumen order make certain that the entire 
opening the needle the vessel thus avoid- 
ing the possibility injecting portion the 
solution into the wall the latter into the 
surrounding tissues, accidents which 
quently occur this precaution not taken. 

The water which the arsphenamine dis- 
solved distilled the day administration and 
also boiled for period fifteen minutes. Close 
adherence this detail results marked dim- 
inution the number reactions. 

Following the addition the arsphenamine the 
mixture heated Erlenmeyer flash 
mortar over water-bath, solution being expe- 
dited shaking the flask vigorously the 
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mortar used stirring with the pestle. The 
solution always filtered through 
ton. Before injecting little blood drawn into 
the syringe. This renders the solution 
tating and moreover first injected the needle 
not entirely within the lumen 
Precaution taken inject slowly, thus avoid- 
ing distention the vessel which frequent 
source pain. Before removing the needle 
little blood again drawn into the syringe 
order reassure the operator the position 
the needle and prevent the escape any 
solution which might remain the same. Dur- 
ing injection the patient questioned the 
presence pain burning. former 
caused stretching the vein from too rapid 
injection, and the latter follows the escape 
some the fluid into the 
wall the vein. the latter event the 
needle withdrawn and new site selected. The 
discomfort following these accidents 
hot magnesium sulphate compresses 
casionally the application splint the 
arm. 

Suppuration which seldom follows occurred but 
once over one thousand injections. 

Phlebitis due introduction the solu- 
tion beneath the endothelium the vein. its 
concentration were the causative factor this compli- 
cation would occur much more frequently 
lowing the utilization small vessels which 
frequently necessary especially women. 
have times been obliged use veins the lumen 
which was but little larger than the caliber 
the needle. should unnecessary cut 
down upon them.

Mercury inunctions are used the beginning 
treatment these may discontinued the 
first evidence idiosyncrasy the part 
the patient, whereas impossible withdraw 
anything that has once been injected.

drams being used daily for six days without 
symptoms salivation. Two patients were given 
from forty-eight sixty rubs with 
ment without apparent results. The same amount 
thirty-three and one-third per cent. calomel 
was used similar manner without 
results, and these two preparations 
quently discarded. 

For intramuscular injection mercury salicylate 
with quinine and urea hydrochloride 
found satisfactory and less painful than other 
preparations. Mercury bichloride which may 
administered intravenously doses one-twen- 
tieth one-sixth grain possesses the advantage 
accuracy dosage addition freedom 
from pain and the subsequent disability which 
sometimes follows intramuscular administration. 

About fifteen per cent. the patients this 
series were salivated. They responded well 
the following treatment: 


All forms food were withdrawn except milk. 
preparation containing potassium bitartrate, two 
grams, sucrose, two grams, lactose, eight grams, 
and lemon juice fifteen two hundred and 
forty water was given every four hours 
alternating with two hundred and forty 
milk which was also given every four hours. The 
patient thus received two hundred and forty 
fluid every two hours addition Murphy 
drip containing potassium acetate four grams 
potassium chlorate was used frequently. 

Much dislike admit the fact 
are forced the conclusion that the American, 
English and French substitutes are less efficacious 
than the old salvarsan. under the combined 
intensive treatment many our patients with 
three plus Wassermann remain positive after 
twelve injections. 

The greater our experience the treatment 
gonorrhoea and syphilis becomes the more 
appreciate the necessity for persistent 
longed therapy and the too prevalent custom 
advising patients that recovery will result from 
deprecated. 

Unfortunately many discontinue treatment un- 
cured thus continuing prolific sources for the 
dissemination these diseases. dereliction 
not confined any one class for many our 
private patients seemingly above the average 
intelligence are guilty similar negligence. 

Many cases require hospital attention and 
hoped that the existing prejudice these 
institutions against the admission patients suf- 
fering from venereal diseases will 
overcome. 


THE OBSTETRICAL SITUATION 
FRANCE TODAY.* 

TITIAN COFFEY, D., Los Angeles, Cal. 

The obstetrical situation France today one 
that causing grave concern those most inter- 
ested the rehabilitation this devastated coun- 
try. Politicians, social workers, the medical pro- 
fession, the church, all realize that something must 
done grand scale replace the depleted 
vigor the nation and make for the losses 
sustained the past four years this horrible 
war, raise the fast falling birth rate, de- 
crease the frightful infant mortality, overcome 
tuberculosis and venereal disease, put stop 
abortion, regulate prostitution. problem 
vast and involves many complicated side is- 
sues that one feels almost lost attempting 
grapple with it. Since the war 1870 the birth 
rate France has gradually decreased, much 
that the average birth rate civilized nations 
being 31.3 per cent., 1913 the French birth 
rate was 18.8 per cent. per 1,000 inhabitants, 
per cent. below the average, and this even before 
the nation entered the great war. 

study the statistics the decade 1903 
1913 shows steadily decreasing birth rate for the

What are the factors concerned this remark- 
able situation and how may account for the 
position which France finds herself today? The 
low birth rate France cannot rest upon econ- 
omic factors alone, although this mind has 
important bearing, but made num- 
ber complicated though recognizable problems, 
the whole being intricate maze. 


No. The Marriage System. 


marriage purely financial basis. The French 
are remarkable people; love country the 
paramount idea based upon family life and ties. 
The love family highly developed, and when 
man and woman enter upon matrimony 
the form sort partnership. The American 
idea that marriage should based upon prime 
human affection; not the French—this sup- 


posed developed after marriage and the 


jugal union, generally full cordial feeling, 
reaches its intensity prime affection concen- 
tration the relation parents and children. 
The father the head the family clan and 
not only controls the property, but directs its re- 
lations with other families, the mother having com- 
plete domestic authority. The youth the nation 
are differently raised than ours, the girls especially 
having little social freedom until after mar- 
riage, hence the tendency marry young and the 
fear being “an old maid” unmarried 
twenty-five. Our idea love enters practically 
not all into the negotiations between families; 
that supposed come later, the young people 
may may not have seen one another several 
times before marriage; all arranged for the 
parents the contracting parties. 

The purpose the dot dowry because the 
young people are starting partnership for the 
purpose founding family. One would natur- 
ally suppose this means innumerable children; not 
all, the element finance works just the op- 
posite way, for with each additional daughter dot 
must provided and this involves additional finan- 
cial burden the family whole. 

Naturally and essentially frugal, the French idea 
old age and the daughters properly started life. 
large family prevents this, hence the usual limita- 
tion two, occasionally three children. 
rare thing see large family throughout France, 
except the northern provinces about Calais, 
among the factory workers, where many our 
refugees had eight ten children. well 
known fact that -many authorities place the blame 
upon voluntary sterility, avoid pecuniary charge 
years ago investigate the decreased birth rate 
gave one the causes the following: 

“The cause the low birth rate France 


not due physiological incompetence, but vol- 
untary restriction natural fecundation, either 
reduce the expense maintaining family, 
response egoistic and material considerations.” 


No. Abortion. 


Increasing criminal abortions have developed 
serious social and medical problem that causing 
great alarm and confronts France today. Abortions 
have been steadily increasing for the past twenty 
years, being estimated from Paris hospital statis- 
tics that the number has trebled the eight years 
preceding the last war. The actual number 
present is, course, unknown, but 1917 Ber- 
theleny stated there were 50,000 abortions an- 
nually the Department the Seine. The birth 
rate France 1912 was 742,435 and compe- 
tent authorities state there are about 500,000 
abortions annually. When realize these ap- 
palling figures nearly equal the birth rate, see 
what problem France facing this alone. 
large percentage pregnancies brought full 
term and carefully raised through infancy would 
make appreciable increase the population 
few short years. This great loss protential 
life makes the death rate from tuberculosis 
France, about 2.25 per cent. per thousand, seem 
unimportant comparison. Paris alone 
1912 the still born numbered 4,220 and 1913 
the deaths from all causes during the first year 
life was 4,842, the number still 
about equal the total mortality for the first year 
life. 1912 there were 742,435 births and 
34,695 still births, about 1.22 per cent. There 
were 78,363 deaths infants under one year 
age during this year and 19,265 died during the 
first fourteen days. deaths this period are 
usually caused some condition existing prior 
developing soon after delivery and may 
unavoidable, essentially prenatal obstetric deaths, 
considered together, gives total 53,960 
deaths compare with total first year mortality 
113,058, 47.7 per cent., still born 
dying the first two weeks life. 

No. Venereal Disease. 


Here another important factor bearing upon 
the lowering birth rate and having its relation 
abortions. Venereal diseases have, course, in- 
creased during the war. Syphilis particularly 
recognized French physicians menace the 
army and civilian population. Thibierge 
that syphillis represents per cent venereal 
diseases and estimates between five and six thou- 
sand new cases developed monthly the army and 
places the approximate total number new cases 
from 1914 1917 200,000. Statistical study 
shows that per cent infant mortality during 
the early weeks life attributed syphilis and 
only per cent. women with syphilis give 
birth viable children. points out that 
syphilis men becomes cause sterility for 
least four years, and sometimes longer, this great 
increase the disease will have marked effect 
the birth rate for long time come. goes 
say syphilitic soldiers are men marry- 
ing age and some have recently married, arguing 
from his estimate 200,000 new cases 1917, 
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each these men will deprive France one sol- 
dier and one mother the decade 1935 1945. 

Two hundred thousand cases syphilis mean 400,- 

ooo fewer births France during the next ten 

years. There question but what the venereal 

problem equals, does not surpass, the tubercu- 
losis problem. 


No. The Sage-Femme. 


rural districts per cent obstetrical cases 
are conducted the Sage-Femme. 
over abundance numbers, and wages are low, 
and Bar Paris estimates their earnings one 
and one-half francs day. They have, therefore, 
taken committing abortions eke out living. 
There are about 12,500 Sage-Femmes France 
and most the cases the cities are entrusted 
them. ‘They are trained university professor 
the hospitals and given course two sessions 
nine months each. ‘The requisite for admission 
the courses are certificate completed work 
the secondary schools examination arith- 
metic, geography, history and elementary science. 

She conducts cases the hospitals, the pa- 
tient’s home, private institutions, 
under supervision the hospitals, 
public institutions receiving financial aid from 
the department charities, les Sage-Femme 
des Bureaux Bienfaisance.” 

the “Maison conducted 
midwives only normal cases are cared for, ab- 
normal ones being sent the public hospitals. 

Many cases are cared for the public maternity 
hospitals, especially uncomplicated ones, the Sage- 
Femme doing the nursing well. Complicated 
cases are cared for the Medcin Chef Chief 
Service, his associates assistants. 

The Sage-Femmes are only allowed handle 
normal cases and may breech extraction 
version, but are not allowed apply forceps. 


No. War Work. 


Work munitions factories was first sup- 
one the prime factors the in- 
crease abortion and still birth after the war 
started, but following careful survey the 
situation, the concensus opinion was that 
relatively small proportion could accounted for 
this way and that probably the increase 
syphilis was the most important underlying cause. 
The government adopted set resolutions intro-

also arranges give allocation financial sup- 
port beginning four weeks before confinement and 
continuing four weeks after confinement, 
franc and half day. 

There undoubtedly connection between the 
industrial employment women and the relative 
scarcity infants throughout France and was 
probably one the contributing factors the 
rapidly lowering birth rate the ten years preceding 
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the great war. Factory work undoubtedly favors 
the development diseases like tuberculosis, which 
often means sterility women, discourages mar- 
riage, favors immorality and thus spreads venereal 
disease and leads the crime abortion. Dur- 
ing the years the war absence men the 
front, great mental and physical strain, privations, 
poverty, lack proper food, exposure, increasing 
disease all kinds, flu, all these have their special 
bearing and ramifications, and must taken into 
consideration when analyzing the remarkable and 
appalling diminishing birth rate the past three 
years and accounts certain degree for the 
lack pregnancies. 

Very little being done today France, accord- 
ing our idea regard prenatal care the 
care the baby and mother after confinement. 
The medical attention consists the ordinary ex- 
amination and advice given the obstetrician 
the “consultation” with only cursory physical 
examination and routine urinalysis. Should the 
case present any abnormality, sent the 
hospital for observation. Social relief work con- 
sists referring needy cases the Mairie 
Publique Paris. especially needy, 
widow, unmarried, she may admitted 
the hospital, but usually sent common insti- 
tution for temporary stay and then 
goes hospital for her confinement. woman 
financial distress, she provided the gov- 
ernment with allocation franc per diem, 
which paid for four weeks before confinement 
and for four weeks following confinement. 

Prospective mothers are furnished with pam- 
phlet containing instruction and information regard- 
ing her condition and how care for the baby 
following birth, but this practically all that 
done educational line and follow work 
attempted. 


No. Natal Care. 


This consists principally medical attention and 
nursing, the mother and the baby, during the 
confinement and puerperium. mentioned above, 
this care given the Sage-Femme either the 
patient’s home, home especially conducted the 
Sage-Femme, public institutions. the 
mother too poor pay for such service, 
making application the Mairie for assistance, she 
will furnished with Sage-Femme. far 
the actual delivery goes, the cases seem well 
cared for, but the hospital and nursing facilities 
are utterly inadequate for any high class work. 
touring about France and visiting the various hos- 
pitals where maternity work was carried on, was 
particularly struck this great lack and medical 
need the care patients. 

Institutions give free care the very poor, and 
from six eight francs per day. The hospitals 
occasionally give the woman from ten thirty 
francs upon leaving the institution and occasionally 
furnish the layette. The only educational work 
done instruct the mother little regard 
the care the baby. 


No. Postnatal Care. 
Practically nothing done for the mother and 
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the child except certain financial assistance. Food 
and clothing may furnished necessary. 
nursing mother may receive additional amount 
food deemed expedient. Throughout France 
are established Nourrison clinics beautifully equipped 
but not especially good work account 


the fact that follow work done the 
homes. 


The system using wet nurses and the ease 
with which children may turned over the 
government church institutions seems 
particularly vicious. The various hospitals are 
supplied with accommodations for mothers easily 
abandon their offspring. Attendants are duty 
day and night these isolated rooms and young 
mother may bring her babe the institution for 
abandonment seven months age and 
questions are asked. the child older, at- 
tempt made get the mother nursing 
and caring for it. The child immediately put 
out wet nurse either the city country, 
who paid certain amount the government 
for its care. Inspections are supposed made 
from time time government officials note 
the progress the infants, but matter fact 
very little attention paid them. ‘The infant 
parison between birth and death rates, child 
born Paris and let out some district wet 
nurse, dies, will not reported Paris, but 
the community which the child last resided. 
The children, they survive, are sent the pri- 
mary schools until about thirteen years age. 


The boys are then put out among the peasants 
learn agriculture and the girls are put 
institution where they live strictly institutional 
life, learning little nothing the ways the 
world, and are taught practically nothing regard 
clothing themselves, the use money, house- 
hold arts. Boys, upon completing their education, 
into the army and the girls twenty are given 
dot five hundred francs and turned loose upon 
the world. They are illy fitted for the great 
struggle and either fall the wayside return 
the institution which they were educated and 
become lost from the standpoint future mothers 
for the nation. 

One the great needs France today care- 
fully planned and well carried out social service 
work connection with the maternities educate 
the women the needs and duties mother- 
hood, how combat disease, how care for them- 
selves during pregnancy and especially the educa- 
tion mothers after childbirth, and absolutely 
essential institute follow-up work control and 
observe the conditions the infants and put 


stop the frightful ravages the new life 
France today. 


No. Suggestions Repopulation. 

The authorities France seem keenly alive 
the gravity the situation, but there much 
done other lines that present nothing very 
definite has been started. Last year, however, 
national society was organized for the purpose 
combating venereal disease, but more especially 
develop and foster gymnastics, sports and athletic 
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games such have America, among the 
youths France. Their literature intimated some 
endeavors were made along the lines re- 
population and care the infant, but far 
could gather they are expecting concentrate upon 
the growing boy rather than get the root the 
matter and beginning with the parents before the 
child born. 

The idea the midwife the Sage-Femme 
thoroughly inground the French people that 
physician dreams eliminating them. 
absolutely that their standards educa- 
tion should raised for there question their 
methods constitute grave menace account 
unskilled deliveries, septemia and 
numerable suggestions have been made various 
authorities regard repopulation and various 
acts have come before the Chamber Deputies. 
quote few:— 

grant the State the right inherit un- 
charges the case families with four children. 

assure living accommodations for families 
with children. 

modify the tax fathers and mothers 
with seven living children. 

provide allocations for functionaries and 
agents and institutions charge families. 

pension fathers and mothers large 
families. 

encourage motherhood. 

sell railroad tickets reduced rating 
large families. 

bestow medals upon the heads large 
families. 

facilitate the education children 
large families obligating the State meet such 
charges the case families with four children. 

10. provide medical faculties 
cient funds establish public institutions for the 
protection the mother and the infants. 

pursue and punish abortionists. 

12. change the right suffrage giving 
plural vote the father and women and minor 
children large families. 

This gives very brief outline some the 
means suggested for repopulating the country. 


No. Needs France Today. 


The great need France today the establish- 
ment governmental public health 
ing minister the cabinet and carrying 
every department France active and vigorous 
campaign along advanced educational lines. 
very broad and comprehensive scheme was being 
worked out Doctor Ramsey Rouen and 
his plan generally adopted throughout France 
will great value. 

This embraces date maternity service, 
full medical social service work, campaign against 
veneral disease, tuberculosis, prostitution and epi- 
demics, together with dairy inspection, food in- 
spection, care women workers factories, in- 
spection school children, playgrounds, etc. 

Advanced educational work along lines 
prenatal, maternity and postnatal care with stress 
being laid upon medical follow-up work. 

Change the methods handling ob- 
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stetrical cases, the development training schools 
for nurses together with the adequate education 
and training the Sage-Femme. present many 
them are menace the public good, others 
are very high class women. 

Establishment well equipped maternities 
throughout France which should carry 
service work connection therewith, thus consti- 
tuting centers education. 

heavy concentration upon infant welfare 
work together with conservation child life espe- 
cially the new born and during the first few years 


life. 


PERFORATION GASTRIC AND 
DUODENAL ULCERS. CASE 
REPORTS.* 


series 26,000 admissions the Southern 
Pacific General Hospital eight cases perforating 
ulcers the stomach and duodenum were encoun- 
tered. case was the diagnosis 
admission. This reason for going rather 
minutely into the symptoms which lead correct 
diagnosis these cases. 

The chief symptoms the order their value 
are: 

Ist, Pain and tenderness. 

previous ulcer symptoms. 

4th, Vomiting. 

The pain sudden and violent. described 
important characteristic that excruciating 
and unyielding. localization mostly epigas- 
tric. Its quick radiation sometimes the right 
iliac-fossa suggests acute appendicitis, but careful 
inquiry the early localization leads one 
the right track. 

When the case seen early, careful and 
gentle palpation will lead marked tenderness 
over the site perforation. 

Perforation duodenal gastric ulcer pre- 
sents more sudden and dramatic picture than does 
appendicitis. general condition more seri- 
ous. The respirations are shallow, rapid and 
the upper constal type—the patient trying spare 
his abdomen much possible. 

There seldom fever with perforation first, 
while this symptom usually accompanies appendi- 

The second symptom greatest value the 
rigidity the abdominal muscles. Its appearance 
early and its increase always proportionate with 
the length time following the onset symp- 
toms. 

Daver says that there condition the 
abdomen where rigidity early and 
marked perforated ulcer. 

The board-like type characteristic. 

Usually history stomach trouble, lasting 
over period years, can obtained those 
cases; but some the duodenal type, despite rigid 
cross-examination, persist stating that previous

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the sudden attack pain they have never had 
any symptoms indigestion and never have had 
any abdominal distress. 

The inability obtain history indigestion 
these duodenal cases has been great disad- 
vantage diagnosing the case correctly, and 
usually leads diagnosis acute appendicitis 
which later discredited the per- 
forated duodenal ulcer. 

Gastric ulcer cases generally give histories point- 
ing the possibility ulcer recently, some 
time previous the perforation. 

Vomiting not striking feature although 
occurs most cases some period the attack, 
usually the commencement. Frequently gives 
slight relief the agony first, but later 
only increases the pain. 

much for the diagnosis. 

regards the prognosis: The mortality bears 
pretty definite relation the time that elapses 
between perforation and operation. 

the diagnosis made and the operation per- 
formed within the first few hours the danger 
relatively small. ‘The mortality will probably not 
excess five per cent. After twelve hours 
the prognosis grave. 

Technique operation: Closure the perfo- 
ration with layer chromic cat gut, then 
layer linen and finally layer iodized cat 
gut, which incorporated the gastrocolic 
omentum. 

Wiping out the escaped gastric duodenal 
contents with moist gauze pads (these contents will 
found chiefly the right side the abdomen 
and the pelvis). 

Closure the abdomen without drainage, ex- 
cept where the perforation cannot satisfactorily 
closed. 

part the surgical procedure acute perforating 
ulcers. Reports cases, which have been closely 
followed. seem show that spontaneous cure 
the ulcer follows the closure the perforation 
the majority cases. the Mayos have said, 
perforated ulcer cured ulcer.” 

After treatment: Fowler position. 
three hours and three hours off, using four 
per cent. glucose and two per cent. soda bicarbonate 
tap water. Nothing mouth until peristalsis 
re-established. purgatives are given, but 
cleansing enema given the third day after 
operation. 


Frank Age 62. Entered Hospital Octo- 
ber 25th, 1912, suffering from general 
peritonitis. History chronic stomach 
trouble. Present attack 
four hours previously, with pain the 
Epigastrium, which gradually extended 
lower abdomen. Did not vomit. Was 
extremely cyanotic. Pulse 160, weak 
and thready. Died afternoon admis- 
sion. Autopsy showed perforated 


Age 28. Entered Hospital January 
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30th, 1913, suffering from general peri- 
tonitis. Patient too ill give history. 
Obtained this information from 
that was taken sick about 
January 28th. Incision was made over 
McBurney’s point, loop ileum 
pulled out and opened. Patient died 
next morning. Autopsy showed the 
peritonitis was due perforating ulcer 
the duodenum. 


Age 31. Entered Hospital July 


25th, 1915. Gave the following history: 
For the past three weeks noticed that 
about three hours after eating would 
have dull pain his Epigastrium. 
gaseous sour eructations. nausea 
vomiting. Has always been more 
less constipated. Present attack began 
two hours before admission. Was taken 
suddenly ill with sharp, stabbing pain 
the Epigastrium that caused him col- 
lapse. States could not get his breath, 
owing the severity the pain. Did 
not vomit. 

Examination: Patient 
much prostrated. short and 
grunting. Abdomen very rigid; more 
marked over upper part right rectus, 
where tenderness was most acute. Diag- 
nosis perforating ulcer was made. 

Operation revealed perforating ulcer 
the duodenum. Perforation sutured, 
abdomen closed without drainage. Con- 
valescence was delayed attack 
purulent bronchitis. 

Time between perforation and 
operation, three hours. 


John Age 23. Admitted Hospital 


April 15th, 1916. stated had 
trouble with his stomach previous 
April then began have sharp pain 
his Epigastrium. Does not know 
whether not had any reference 
his meals. April 13th was sud- 
denly seized with severe cramping pain 
his Epigastrium—vomited. The pain 
has been more less continuous since 
that date. 

Examination: Entire 
and tender, most marked over the hypo- 
chondriac region. Diagnosis perforat- 
ing ulcer was made and operation per- 
formed. Perforating ulcer duodenum 
was found. Abdomen 
drainage. Recovery uneventful. 

Time elapsing between perforation and 
operation, hours. 


Age 62. Admitted June 
12th, History pain after eating 
for the past two years, with occasional 
vomiting. Present illness began two 
hours before admission, with cramping 


pain the pit the stomach; associated 
with nausea and vomiting. 

Examination: Rigidity and tenderness 
over entire abdomen, most marked 
the upper region. This patient was not 
seen until the morning the 
14th, when diagnosis perforating 
ulcer was made, perforating ulcer 
duodenum was found, and operation per- 
formed. Cigarette drain placed between 
duodenum liver—strip gauze 
packed against suture line. 

Between the time admission and op- 
eration, patient was vomiting and com- 
plaining severe spasmodic abdominal 
pain. ‘Took nothing mouth with ex- 
ception six ounces solution bicar- 
bonate soda. Was given one dose 
Heroin, hypodermically 1-12 grain. Re- 
covery was uneventful, with the excep- 
tion purulent bronchitis, which de- 
veloped during convalescence. 

Time elapsing between perforation and 
operation, hours. 


Admitted Hospital May 22nd, 1916. 


History stomach trouble for one 
month, consisting pain upper part 
his abdomen coming about three- 
quarters hour after meals. 
acid eructations. Yesterday 
with severe colic. short time after 
its onset had constant tight feeling over 
abdomen and sense suffocation from 
what described pressure gas 
upward. Vomited after taking aromatic 
spirits ammonia. 

Examination: Entire abdomen was 
distended, rigid and board-like. 


talsis was absent. Some dullness the- 


right flank; general peritonitis present. 
Operation revealed perforating ulcer 
duodenum. Patient died next day. 
Time elapsing between perforation and 
operation, hours. 


Age not given. Admitted Hospital 


December 16th, 1916. History pain 
intervals stomach for the last three 
months, coming two three hours 
after December 11th began 
have pain just above the umbilicus. 
This has been constantly present since its 
onset and been getting 
worse. This morning (Dec. 16th) 
9:30 pain became much more acute. Did 
not vomit. 

Examination: Upper abdomen very rigid 
and tender pressure. Diagnosis 
perforating ulcer was made and operation 
performed, which revealed perforating 
ulcer stomach. Abdomen closed with- 
out drainage. Recovery uneventful. 

Time between perforation 
tion, hours. 
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Jon. Age 57. Admitted Hospital 
tory previous stomach trouble. Present 
illness began March 18th, 
with severe sharp stabbing pain 
Epigastrium. The pain 
without relief. 

Examination: Board-like rigidity over 
entire abdomen, more marked Hypo- 
gastrium. Extreme tenderness 
sure over point one inch above umbi- 
licus mid line. Diagnosis perforat- 
ing ulcer was made. 

Operation, m., March re- 
vealed perforating ulcer duodenum. 
Perforation sutured. 
without drain. Recovery uneventful. 

Time elapsing between perforation and 
operation, hours. 


During the past few years have operated 
three other cases and assisted operation 
fourth. All were operated upon within few 
hours after perforation. were closed with- 
out drainage and made uneventful recoveries. 

The fourth was drained with cigarette drain 
between liver and duodenum, supplemented nar- 
row strip gauze packed against the suture line. 
This was done account inability securely 
close the perfcration, the stitches cutting through 
unusual amount indurated tissue, which sur- 
rounded the perforation. 

This man died suddenly one month after ope- 
ration from pulmonary embolism. 
discharging sinus present the time.

TREATMENT THE DIPHTHERIA 
CARRIER, WITH SPECIAL REFERENCE 
TONSILLECTOMY AND ADENOID- 
ECTOMY. 


With Report Cases. 
FRANK DETLING, D., Los Angeles. 


What with the diphtheria carrier 
problem, perplexing doctors, health 
authorities, and most trying, inconvenient and ex- 
pensive patient. 

The diphtheria carrier plays havoc 
pitals, especially institutions that limit 
tients children, frequently closing part all 
same, infecting and disorganjzing the hospital 
forces, prolonged occupying beds the conta- 
gious departments, which are usually too limited 
even for ordinary requirements. The frequency 
its unheralded appearance and general disturb- 
ance plays, makes customary take throat 
cultures all children they enter children’s 
wards, besides keeping them under observation for 
limited time. fact know other factor 
that plays such ruin with hospital efficiency. The 
danger exposure cross infection keeping 
children contagious wards, another complica- 
tion the diphtheria The prolonged 
quarantine adults occasionally entire fam- 
ily frequently becomes distressing economic ques- 


tion. The oft-repeated question, “How much 
longer must remain becomes 
burning problem patient otherwise well and 
whose only offense that being charged with 
having positive diphtheria throat. 

Hence, any treatment that will any way 
shorten the quarantine period these patients will 
always welcome. 

Writers differ somewhat the definition 
the diphtheria carrier; some including only those 
cases that harbor the diphtheria bacilli nose and 
throat, but who have history sore throat, 
other symptoms diphtheria, and who give 
negative Shick test; others include those cases that 
harbor the diphtheria bacilli for prolonged period 
after the clinical symptoms have disappeared. For 
our consideration will accept the more com- 
prehensive definition. 

From various investigations, reliable sources, 
has been shown that from one three per cent. 
all persons harbor the diphtheria bacilli their 
throats, and that this percentage runs considerably 
higher during epidemics diphtheria. The viru- 
lency these carriers seems differ con- 
siderable degree, being quoted varying from

presume all our antiseptic drugs have been 
tried some form manner for the cure the 
diphtheria carrier, none having proven themselves 
entirely most used antiseptics being 
iodine, phenol, silver nitrate, formaldehyde, alcohol, 
all tried various strengths and various man- 
ners. Kaolin, dried and finely powdered, has been 
favorably reported Dr. Hektoen and Rappa- 
port; has antiseptic qualities, but its virtue 
apparently being due its absorptive and mechan- 
ical powers. 

The spraying the throat with various non- 
pathogenic bacteria, such the staphylococcus pyo- 
genes aureus, bacillus Bulgaricus, lactic acid pro- 
ducing bacilli and others, has been advocated and 
tried, the expectant result being the overriding 
the diphtheria bacilli.” This treatment seemed for 
while have solved the problem and the results 
whole quite favorable, although there 
tendency for return the diphtheria bacilli 
not repeatedly sprayed. Vaccine and serum have 
also been tried with varied success, but the advo- 
cates the various kinds treatment all admit 
the inefficiency and failure certain percentage 
cases. What with the failures the 
vexing problem. Authorities admit that certain 
cases the infection gets down deep into the crypts 
the tonsils crevices adenoids, occasionally 
sinuses the nose, and the removal any 
these pathological conditions the general advice 
given, after the unsuccessful efforts their favorite 
method treatments. 


REPORT CASES. 


Case Miss M., graduate nurse Children’s 
Hospital. Moderate attack diphtheria. Was 
given antitoxin, throat treated with all forms 
sprays, gargles and swabs. quarantine for five 
weeks. Could not get negative culture. Tonsils 
large and crypts filled with cheesey denosits. 
With the removal tonsils there were future 
positive throat cultures. 
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Case Miss A., school teacher. Came office 
complaining sore throat. She was sent 
Health Department for throat culture which proved 
positive. Was taken charge general prac- 
titioner. Had very mild attack. She was given 
various post diphtheretic treatments closely follow- 
ing the treatment suggested the Health De- 
partment Los Angeles. After four weeks 
quarantine was asked see patient regard 
doing tonsillectomy. Patient was very reluctant 
give consent any operative suggestions, 
the tonsils were small and patient gave history 
any previous sore throat excepting that her 
diphtheria attack. She was quarantine the 
Clark Memorial Home and her quarantine was 
much like that solitary confinement, not the 
usual home After another week’s 
delay, the tonsils were removed and further 
positive cultures were found. 


Case Mr. C., age 24, drug clerk. Moderate 
attack diphtheria, all clinical symptoms disap- 
pearing few days. Repeated examinations for 
six weeks showed positive cultures. Perfectly well 
otherwise. Tonsils and adenoids moderate size. 
Negative culture 2-4-10 day after operation. 


Case B., age years. Moderate attack 
diphtheria, usual treatment. quarantine seven 
weeks. Large tonsils and adenoids. Negative cul- 
ture 4-6 days after operation. 


Case Family which girl age seven had. 


diphtheria, which three others family became 
true diphtheria carriers. Patient had fairly severe 
attack diphtheria, clinical symptoms lasting six 
days. Positive culture two weeks. The question 
having tonsils and adenoids removed having 
been debated previous the diphtheria attack, 
was decided remove same although less time 
than customary advocate the operative pro- 
cedure. Throat gave negative culture the 
4th and 6th days after operation. Before quaran- 
tine was raised, culture throats family was 
taken and showed that the mother and two other 
children had the diphtheria bacilli throat, but 
clinical symptoms were evident. treatments 
suggested were conscientiously tried, mother being 
trained nurse, and after one month unsuccess- 
ful efforts, the tonsils and adenoids were removed 
mother and two children, 
with positive cultures after operation. 


Case Miss J., age 16, isolation ward 
County Hospital. hospital six weeks, 
clinical symptoms only for short time. 
case Fuller’s earth was tried most conscientiously 
for ten days without result. She also had gargles, 
sprays and swabs. Was out hospital week’s 
time after operation. 


Case Mrs. A., age 30, isolation ward 
County Hospital. Sore throat for few days. 
Culture positive. Given diphtheria antitoxin. 
quarantine three weeks when tonsils were removed 
local anesthetic. Operation February 1918. 
Positive culture the 12-14 and 16th. Negative after 
the 18th February, patient having shown posi- 
tive culture for ten days after the operation. 

Case Miss G., age 24, isolation ward 
County Hospital. clinical symptoms, but found 
diphtheria carrier. She was one nine 
cases that were taken isolation ward from Coun- 
Jail where they had been exposed case 
diphtheria. quarantine three weeks. 
phenol, hot saline gargle used. Operation Febru- 
ary This patient for twelve days following op- 
eration gave two consecutive negative cultures, 
but did give negative culture several times dur- 
ing the first twelve days, but not until after the 
twelfth day did have throat free the diph- 
theria bacillus. 


Case Mrs. C., age 23, isolation ward 
County Hospital. Sore. throat for several days. 
Positive diphtheria iodized 
phenol, hot saline gargles were given. -Operation 


February 1918. positive cultures after 
operation. 

the series twelve cases, ten gave fur- 
ther positive cultures after the removal tonsils; 
remembering that all them had been quaran- 
tine from three six weeks and various forms 
treatment tried. Case did not clear for ten 
days after the operation. Case did not give con- 
secutive negative culture until twelve days after 
the operation, although the throat gave negative 
report several days, but followed positive the 
next day. 

CONCLUSIONS. 

That the frequency the diphtheria carrier 
renders important the interest both patient 
and public health rid patient the diphtheria 
infection soon possible. 

That antiseptics and biological products are 
rule effective clearing the throat diphtheria 
bacilli, but where the infection due 
some pathological condition nose and throat. 

adverse unusual results were noted fol- 
lowing the operative method and none were found 
reported literature, certain immunity all 
probability explaining why not have 
greater reaction with the virulent bacilli throat. 
The removal the foci infection without 
doubt the important factor clearing the throat 
the diphtheria bacilli, although second factor 
may play important role, and that the non- 
pathogenic bacteria normally the throat, taking 
rapid growth due the post-operative con- 
ditions, thus overriding the diphtheria bacilli. 

That the diphtheria bacilli are usually found 
pure culture crypts tonsils that have been 
removed from the carrier. 

That treatment yet advocated tried has 
proved successful all cases, but that the removal 
the tonsils and adenoids gives the most satis- 
factory results. 

That the operative method has had sufficient 
trial give recognized standing with the as- 
surance that has the endorsement many 
the best health authorities. 

That can and should recommend operative 
procedures, especially cases that show any patho- 
logical condition and that have failed under other 
treatment. 


THE USE HOMATROPIN 
REFRACTION.

number years ago when was New 
York there was paper read before The Academy 
Medicine the use homatropin refrac- 
tion. was that time student the 
office the oculist who presented the paper 
was naturally greatly interested it, had 
had opportunity observing some the con- 
clusions which the paper was based. 

amazed hear the discussions that 
followed that several men seemed quite opposed 
the use homatropin any other cycloplegic 
refraction and contended that they got good 
results giving the manifest correction, without 
the use drops. was that time fresh 
from Vienna, where the use cycloplegic 
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refraction was then unknown, and 
results were pronounced very poor number 
American oculists who had observed 
tised refraction under cycloplegics both England 
and America; was naturally great surprise 
hear any doubt expressed what had 
learned consider the only way proper 
refraction. 


Since that time considerable experience 
refraction myself has given perspective 
the subject that compels side definitely and 
finally with the champions for cycloplegic 
refraction, the majority cases. have found 
that there altogether too much guesswork with- 
out cycloplegic, and although times one may 
get just good results manifest, yet the 
greater number cases the results are absolutely 
indifferent and wrong. And results mean 
the increased ability the patient use the eyes 
without any discomfort annoyance. 


Are the opticians and the oculists who use 
cycloplegic right when they inform their patients 
that the introduction the eye for 
the correction refractive errors not necessary 
and sometimes harmful? are the oculists who 
insist every case, irrespective age cir- 
cumstances, justified their stand that the only 
way refract the eye paralyze the muscle 
accommodation? other words, have 
the one hand number advocates for refracting 
the eye “just is’; the other, those who 
protest that paralysis the muscle accommo- 
dation necessary obtain the proper degree 
error refraction. the latter case, then, 
consistent, the muscle must paralyed be- 
fore attempting refraction. 


Does homatropin ordinarily employed com- 
pletely paralyze the muscle? there any one 
method preferable another attain the desired 
result 

own observation has been that when prop- 
erly administered homatropin will 
muscle least eighty per cent. the cases, 
but that there certain per cent. that are not 
paralyzed and will accommodate certain ex- 
tent after the most careful preparation, 
casionally will exhibit annoying spasm. 
few cases, too, with small error refraction, the 
homatropin seems not affect the muscle all. 
And, which very important, even after the most 
complete paralysis, from twenty thirty min- 
utes after the last drop has been put the muscle 
will again begin work. 

therefore essential that the refraction shall 
take place immediately after the last drop put 
in, that the period absolute quiescence can 
utilized, because not there will often come 
transient spasm that interferes with the best 
results. Therefore, one believes the use 
homatropin then must used properly and in- 
telligently get the result aimed at—complete 
paralysis the muscle accommodation. 

The method using homatropin recommended 
Gould, Duane, and others, solution 
most satisfactory. The solution used should 
not too old. One drop each eye every ten 
minutes for seven drops, making period one 
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hour. But just important the disposition 
the patient. The whole philosophy the 
procedure relax, primarily the muscle 
accommodation; secondarily, the patient, for 
keyed patient difficult manage. 

Make the patient comfortable 
during the instillation. 

Have the back the patient the light 
and the eyes facing blank wall, that 
there shall absolutely incentive for the 
muscle work. 

After one hour’s interval, refract without 
any delay.

Tachycardia, hyperthyroid thump, 
systolic thrill the apex and also the base 
the heart, tremor fingers, sweating palms 
and the axillas and cyanosis under the toe and 
finger nails are other symptoms and signs. The 
eye signs are variable. There was controversy 
about the cause. Dr. Brem takes issue with ob- 
jection that there goiter associated with this 
condition. There definite criterion 
what enlargement the thyroid is. Dodd’s arti- 
cle Osler quotes Murray that slight enlarge- 
ment exists when gland can felt; moderate 
when the enlargement can seen well felt; 
considerable when obvious. The speaker gave his 
own classification first, slightly enlarged; second, 
moderately enlarged; third,

Mental Tests for Soldiers.

his whole problem was solved and his offenses 
against him withdrawn and that dis- 
charged from the army mentally deficient. 

“*The Kangaroo court’ the name given the 
unofficial court organized and run enlisted men. 
The men elect judge, recorder, attorney for the 
prosecution, and one for the defense, jury with 
its foreman and sheriff. The court under the 
oversight commissioned officer. The court 
tries the men for petty offenses. Justice handed 
out the men with uncertain hand. 

“The court always crowded with enlisted men, 
who gather hear the proceedings. more 
than one occasion the offender was given se- 
vere sentence, and was able help the cause 
justice explaining the court that this 
that man was mentally deficient. other words, 
appeared expert witness, just had 
the Superior courts Los» Angeles County.

The following ruling bearing upon the Federal 
narcotic law relating the quantity narcotic 
drugs that may dispensed prescribed 
physicians, dentists and veterinary surgeons has 
been received Collector Internal Revenue 
Justus Wardell from the department, and 
cautions all persons registered under the act 
December 17, 1914, closely observe and follow 
the same. 


The ruling contained 2200 May 
1915, permitting practitioner dispense pre- 
scribe narcotic drugs quantity more than 
necessary meet the immediate needs patient 
hereby revoked and the revocation shall 
applicable all cases whether decreasing dosage 
indicated not.

The importance the subject shown that 
fact that there are now registered under the Har- 
rison Act more than 125,000 physicians, 48,000 
druggists, 42,000 dentists and 10,000 veterinarians, 
and that the officially reported 
opium about 500,000 pounds annually and 
cocoa-leaves about million pounds. About 
much more illicitly imported. The official 
ported importation medicinal opium into this 
country reported decades has steadily in- 
creased since 1860 but this not true the per 
capita consumption which increased from about 
grains 1860-69; grains 1890-99 and de- 
creased grains 1910-15. Even this 
times much other countries whose sta- 
tistics are available. During the same period the 
per capita consumption smoking 
creased from grains 1860-69 grains 1900- 
09. Its importation now absolutely forbidden. 
estimated that there are the United States 
about 1,000,000 addicts whom less than per 
cent. are under physician’s care. The police 
chiefs the larger cities generally report that the 
number addicts increasing while those the 
smaller cities report decrease. Various reasons 
are given, some considering prohibition responsible 
for increase. others for decrease. Both San 
Francisco and Portland report increase. The gen- 
eral opinion seems that prohibition will make 
many seek substitute stimulant and that in- 
crease addicts may looked for. Morphine 
seems the favorite among the addicts, then follow 
cocaine and heroin. The latter seems lead 
crimes violence and that respect particu- 
larly dangerous; cocaine seems cause less 
fundamental, more intense, change its ad- 
dicts, physically and mentally, than does morphine 
and therefore, its habitues may cured and be- 
come normal more quickly. The reports the 
private institutions seem show but small per- 
centage cocaine fiends who want cured. 
Fiends are equally divided between:the: two sexes 
and scattered among all trades and professions. 
Their age runs from years. They are 
usually American born foreign, acquired the 
habit this country. This does not apply 
Orientals. They occupy all kinds social position, 
though course, the underworld has more than 
its due proportion. They are usually, though not 
always, low mentality suffering from some 
nervous disorder. Most them ascribe the habit 
drugs administered physician either per- 
sonally prescribed, association with ad- 
dicts. Most the addicts get the narcotic from 
the illicit drug peddlers who are said have 
national association 1800 strong. The drugs are 
smuggled from Mexico and Canada (and probably 
from Japan and China although the report 
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silent this). and morphine are even 
sent across the border and then smuggled back 
into the country. takes about thirty days 
acquire narcotic habit though some acquire 
days. Heroin seems particularly dangerous, 
combining the intensity cocaine and persistance 
morphine. Its devotees are peculiarly prone 
acts violence. 


The conclusion and recommendations the 
Committee are follows: “From the data ob- 
tained the Committee convinced that there 
nation-wide use narcotic drugs for other than 
legitimate medical needs, and that such use for 
the satisfaction addiction has 
creased certain sections the country despite 
the vigorous efforts exerted the past four years 
the enforcement the Federal antinarcotic law, 
and the enforcement the laws the States 
and municipalities which have enacted such for the 
control habit-forming drugs. Furthermore, 
apparent from the replies questionnaires sent 
out that there has been definite concerted 
action the part the majority the States 
and municipal governments suppress the illicit 
and use habit-forming drugs 
there has been but little, any attempt made 
secure accurate information concerning the problem 
drug addiction basis for the enactment 
proper legislation and regulation. The replies 
the questionnaires sent out State, county and 
municipal officials show that great majority 
these officials kept records and therefore have 
information upon the subject. This condition 
knowledge the seriousness the situation. 
many cases doubt partly due the more 
less general acceptance the old theory that 
drug addiction vice. depraved state, and 
not disease, held modern investigators. 
This attitude has had the effect holding these 
unfortunate creatures public scorn, and 
thereby lessening any interest their welfare. 
Records having bearing any and all phases 
drug addiction are sufficient importance 
warrant immediate action for the purpose 
remedying these conditions. 

Inasmuch the Harrison antinarcotic law has 
recently been amended Congress accordance 
with the suggestions made the Committee 
its preliminarv report, believed that the 
present Federal Statute confers the 
power for the effective control the manufacture, 
sale, distribution and administration narcotic 
drugs, and the opinion the Committee that 
further national legislation necessary for this 
purpose this time. is, however, the opinion 
the Committee that there yet remain several 
phases the narcotic problem which merit the 
consideration the Congress. 

One the more important these the ques- 
tion the responsibility for the care and treat- 
ment addicts reason the amended 
statute will difficult, not impossible, ob- 
tain the supplies drugs necessary maintain 
their normal condition due habituation. The 
enactment legislation the part the Na- 
tional Government covering this phase the 
problem, likewise the passage similar measures 
the States and municipalities, deemed urgently 
necessary. 

There also remains the international aspect 
the opium traffic which should receive immediate 
consideration. this and the other countries 
represented the international opium convention 
are effectually control the traffic opium and 
other habit-forming drugs, some concerted action 
necessary. is, therefore, recommended that 


this country, through the State Department, take 
this matter with the other powers which were 
signatory the international agreement entered 
into The Hague 1912 with view per- 
suading such Governments enact the necessary 
legislation carry out the terms The Hague 
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Otherwise, the task this country 
suppressing the illicit traffic habit- forming drugs 
will rendered much more difficult. 

Pending the ratification The Hague opium 
convention the various powers and the enact- 
ment necessary legislation carry out the 
ternis thereof, urgently recommended that the 
United States Government take with the Gov- 
ernment the Dominion Canada and Mexico 
the subject more effective control the manu- 
facture and exportation narcotic drugs there- 
from for the purpose securing their co-operation 
with this Government the suppression the 
smuggling such drugs from one country into 
the other, which now affords the principal source 
supply for the illicit traffic these drugs. 

also recommended that educational cam- 
paigns instituted all parts the United 
States for the purpose informing the people 
this country, including the medical profession, 
the seriousness drug addiction and its extent 
the United States, and thereby secure their aid 
and co-operation its suppression. 

also recommended that both public and 
private medical organizations which have research 
determine the nature drug addiction with the 
view improving the present forms treat- 
ment evolving some new and more efficient 
method handling these patients. The latter 
statement made view the fact that the 
present time there are numerous forms treat- 
ment for drug addiction, none which appear 
have been given thorough trial the medical 
profession, whole, have received the 
unqualified support those members the pro- 
fession who have had financial interest 
the matter. 

the opinion the Committee, based the 
results its investigations, that the medical need 
for heroin, derivative morphine, negligible 
compared with the evil effects the use this 
alkaloid, and that can easily replaced 
one the other alkaloids opium with the 
same therapeutic results, and with less danger 
creating habituation. Therefore, consideration 
should given the subject absolutely pro- 
hibiting the manufacture, sale, distribution ad- 
ministration this most dangerous drug the 
States and municipalities. 


MEDICAL USES WINES AND SPIRITS. 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT 


Office Commissioner Internal Revenue 
Washington, 
June 30, 1919. 

Physicians may prescribe wines and liquors, for 
internal use, alcohol for external uses, but 
every such case each prescription shall du- 
plicate, and both copies signed the physician’s 
handwriting. The quantity prescribed for single 
patient given time shall not exceed one quart. 
case shall physician prescribe alcoholic 
liquors unless the patient under his constant 
personal supervision. 

All prescriptions shall indicate clearly the name 
and address the patient, including street and 
apartment number, any, the date when written, 
the condition illness for which prescribed, and 
the name the pharmacist whom the pre- 
scription presented for filling. 


The physician shall keep record which 
separate page pages shall allotted 
tient for whom alcoholic liquors are prescribed, and 
shall enter therein, under the patient’s name and 
address, the date each prescription, amount and 
kind liquors dispensed each prescription, and 
the name the pharmacist filling the same. 


Any licensed pharmacist druggist may fill such 
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prescriptions his name appears 
scription the physician’s handwriting. 

Druggists filling these prescriptions shall preserve 
separate, carefully guarded file, one copy 
every prescription filled, and once month shall 
transmit the Collector Internal Revenue 
list showing the names the physicians, the names 
the patients, and the total quantitiy dispensed 
each patient during the month. These lists 
shall subject immediate examination and fre- 
quent review the collectors’ offices, and wherever 
there indicated either (1), that physician 
prescribing more than normal quantities, (2), 
that any patient, through the services one 
more than one physician, procuring more than 
normal quantity, the collector shall report the 
facts the Commissioner and the United States 
Attorney. 


Pharmacists should refuse fill prescriptions 
they have any reason believe that physicians 
are dispensing for other than strictly legitimate 
medicinal uses, that patient 
through one more physicians, quantities ex- 
cess the amount required for legitimate uses. 

The following auestions were submitted the 
Internal Revenue and are given 
with the answers received from that official: 

(1) May physician have 
some other person write narcotic prescription 
and then sign himself must the whole pre- 
scription written him? 

prescription may prepared secretary 
agent for the signature physician. but the 
physician will held responsible and liable the 
imposed case the prescription does not 
conform all essential respects the 
regulations. 


(2) case the physician neglects put 
the name and address the patient. the date, 
may this filled afterwards the patient 
some one authorized the physician? 

The law does not. the opinion this office, 
contemplate the making changes prescription 
person other than the physician after signature 
the phvsician. This office can not consent 
such practice. any person authorized 
physician alter add prescription after 
has been signed, such person will regarded 
the agent the physician and the physician will 
held responsible for any unauthorized changes which 


may made and any violation the law which 


may occur. 


(3) case the physician desires continue the 
same medicine request the druggist 
send him copy his previous prescription and 
then sign must write himself? 

This office can not consent the furnishing 
druggist copy prescription for the 
physician’s signature. There objection 
druggist furnishing copy prescription the 
physician who issued same, provided does not 
conflict with any State laws, from which the phy- 
sician may prepare entire new and original pre- 
scription. The druggist who furnishes the copy 
narcotic prescription should write across the 
face thereof “Copy—not filled.” for were 
found subsequent the issuance copied pre- 
scription that had been filled the druggist might 
subjeced the charge forgery record 
required internal revenue laws. 


(4) Furthermore, may the druggist filling such 
prescription use label containing the original 
number the prescription only must the label 
bear new prescription number? (Even does 
bear the old number?) 

Under the amended law each container drugs 
put the dealer upon prescription must 
bear the name and registry number the 
serial number prescription, name and address 
the patient, and the name, address and registry 
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number the person writing said prescription. You 
will note that the express language the Act 
not only must new prescription number used 
but entire new label must furnished. 

(5) there any way which physician can 
telephone order and mail the pre- 
scription? 

druggist not permitted under the provisions 
the law fill prescriptions received over the 
telephone. 

You state that sometimes desirable have 
narcotic reach patient living 
distance from the physician, and that many phy- 
sicians hesitate follow the ruling this office 
the effect that messenger may take the medicine 
the house the patient, receiving the pre- 
scription when delivers the medicine. You 
are advised that such case the druggist must 
scription before permitting narcotic drugs covered 
the law leave his possession, and this office 
knows other expedient which this may 
accomplished without subjecting the druggist who 
furnishes the drugs liability for violation the 
law.

Why Report Venereal Disease? 


The news that Texas physicians are already re- 
porting 5000 cases of. venereal diseases month 
their board health, and that per cent. these 
cases are acute, shows that reporting successful 
where given fair chance, and easily dis- 
poses the objection sometimes raised the ill- 
informed, who argue that will impossible 
get the doctors report their cases. 

Texas, most other states, cases 
venereal disease are reported the first place 
only the serial number, 
name the patient does not the board 
health unless shows such deliberate disre- 
for the protection the public make 
desirable that the state quarantine laws should 
invoked against him. This happens 
except the cases prostitutes and their as- 
sociates, whose whole mode life shows utter 
contempt for the public welfare, and 
fore can hardly expected displav any con- 
cern about disseminating infection. 

But what good report the board health, 
there name attached? This question has 
not only occurred laymen, but even some 
medical men who have not seen the system 
operation. 

The auestion hardly arise, 
could bring himself look syphilis 
and gonorrhea the light other communicable 
diseases. 

Reporting such cases the board health, 
merely number, has the following among many 
other advantages: 

practically obliges the patient remain 
under treatment until cured, and not merely until 
the most prominent symptoms have disappeared. 
the patient whose symptoms have been relieved, 
who “feels all right” but who not who 
disseminates most the disease, and 
particular responsible for most the infection 
innocent wives and children. 

ensures that the patient will continue 
treatment under some other doctor, moves 
from the town where began. 

permits the board health get 
fairly idea whether the doctors 
given locality are the law. remark- 
ably small number cases reported, in- 
vestigation can once made. 

aids the board health securing en- 
forcement the criminal statutes. Usually the 
source infection (e. prostitute) stated 
the report. remarkably large number in- 
fections ascribed prostitutes reported from 
town, the health authorities can once get 
touch with the peace officers, and bring about 
tepression “the business.” 

enables the board health know 
what part the state venereal diseases are most 
prevalent. and approximately their prevalence; thus 
enabling take such measures are necessary 
for the establishment clinics, supply medi- 
cines, detail nurses and doctors, appropriation 
funds protect the public health. 


These advantages speculative. They 
have been demonstrated experience. 
tempt control venereal diseases without obliging 
physicians cases certain lack ef- 
fectiveness.—Social Hygiene Bulletin, May, 1919. 


Proposed Plan for World-Wide 
Co-ordination Red Cross 
Activities 


recent conference held Paris, the follow- 
ing outline proposed plan for world-wide 
extension and co-ordination Red Cross activities 
was submitted Henry Davison, former chair- 
man the War Council the American Red 
Cross, and now committee which 
includes representatives the Red Cross Societies 
France, Great Britain, Italy, Japan, and the 
United States: 

“The International Red Cross Committee 
Geneva has called convention the Red Cross 
organizations the world meet Geneva thirty 
davs after the declaration peace. 

“This call was issued the request the Red 
Cross Societies the United States America, 
France, Great Britain, Italy, and Japan, whose 
representatives have constituted themselves 
‘Committee Red Cross formulate 
and propose Red Cross societies the world 
extended program Red Cross activities the 
interest humanity. 

“The governments the five countries repre- 
sented this committee have, from the outset, 
been fullv informed the proposal hold such 
world conference. They. regard important 
and each has separately manifested its desire that 
plar embodying the purposes this committee 
prepared for submission such conference. 


The Motive the Plan. 

“The world appalled the widespread human 
suffering which has followed the wake the 
war. Problems food and reconstruction are 
such magnitude that they must course dealt 
with and financed governments, but addition, 
there vast field for supplementary and emer- 
gency effort the part voluntary national 
relief organizations. 

“The original Geneva convention was designed 
primarily guarantee neutrality those actually 
engaged the care sick and wounded com- 
batants. This war has shown, however, that the 
battlefield modern warfare extends into every 
home the nations involved. Out this fact 
has grown the necessity that the Red Cross should, 
time war, extend its ministrations home- 
homes behind the lines. 

“The International Red Cross Geneva has 
from the very beginning done important work. 
Throughout the present war, its high principles 
both neutrality and helpfulness have been main- 
tained. Its positon pre-eminence the great 
natural agency should upheld, and the 
belief that its ideals for extending relief time 
war can applied with equal vigor and ef- 
fectiveness time peace. 

“The experience the war has developed 
advanced practice care for the welfare mother- 
hood and childhood. has likewise demonstrated 
novel and most promising possibilities the care 
and treatment tuberculosis and other diseases. 

“It accordingly unusual importance this 
moment the world’s history that representatives 
the various peoples should meet conferences, 
information and experience and determine 
how voluntary effort every country may best 
exert itself the service humanity. 

“It peculiarly fitting that such world con- 
ference should meet under the aegis the 
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Red Cross, for the Red Cross has shown itself 
instrument peculiar flexibility and 
adaptability with which promote efforts for 
the relief suffering humanity. The Red Cross 
emblem signifies next human sympathy, above 
all else—neutrality—neutrality between nations, 
between races, between religions, between 
classes. While, its organizing form each 
country, enjoys intimate relations with its own, 
yet preserves its voluntary and democratic char- 
acter. 

“Tt expected that out this world gathering 
there will emerge international organization 
through which the peoples the world may co- 
operate stimulating and developing activities 
the respective countries for the betterment man- 
kind. Such activities would foster the study 
human disease, promote sound measures for public 
health and sanitation, the welfare children and 
mothers, the education and training nurses 
and the care and prevention tuberculosis, ven- 
ereal diseases, malaria and other chronic in- 
fectious diseases, and would provide measures for 
handling problems world relief emergencies, 
such fire, famine, and pestilence. 


Plan Procedure. 


“It the purpose the ‘Committee Red 
Cross Societies’ proceed immediately the 
definite formulation the plan submitted 
the World Red Cross Congress, and for that pur- 
pose, will establish headquarters Cannes, 
France. 

“To that point will invited the world’s leading 
experts public health, tuberculosis, hygiene and 
sanitation, and child welfare. expected that 
the past experience the nations will 
fully canvassed, with view the formulation 
programs action which can laid before 
the Congress Geneva. Following that event, 
these programs would communicated the 
Red Cross societies all the nations; societies 
would each, its own way, stimulate the carry- 
ing those programs among the respective 
peoples. 

“It proposed that following the world Con- 
gress, there will established Geneva perma- 
nent working organization. Such organization will 
comprise experts who keep touch with the 
developments throughout the world the various 
lines which the Red Cross interested. Im- 
mediately developments should have been realized 
any part the world, either research 
practice, full information would communicated 
the central organization Geneva and there 
scrutinized. This informaton and expert advice 
mitted the Red Cross societies the world. 

“It not thought that the international 
organization Geneva would itself carry out the 
programs adopted, that the Red Cross societies 
the individual countries would themselves 
necessarily conduct operations along the respective 
lines indicated. 


not the thought that the international 
organization Geneva will thereafter continue 
formulate and propose lines Red Cross effort 
the interest humanity. These programs will 
forthwith communicated the individual Red 
Cross societies. 

organization stimulate the development each 
country active and efficient Red Cross or- 
ganization keeping with the newly conceived 
possibilities the Red Cross movement. 

“Each national Red Cross society the light 
information from the international organiza- 
tion the basis its own experience de- 
sires will stimulate among the people its own 


country effective measures accomplish the re- 
sults aimed at. 
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The Meaning the Plan Whole. 

“The conception involves not merely efforts 
relieve human but prevent it: not 
alone the suffering one people but attempt 
arouse peoples sense their responsi- 
bility for the welfare their 
throughout the world. 

the plan contemplates the formation 
what will be, effect, association the 
interest all humanity. 

ideal that its supreme aim humanity; practical 
that seeks means and measures meet the 
tragic crises which are daily recurrent the lives 
all mankind. 

“Surely, the operation such plan would 
develop new fraternity and sympathy among 
the peoples doing, important con- 
tribution will have been made toward the success 
the Nations, and this present plan 
should vital factor the larger 
undertaking. 

“The League Nations aims hold all peo- 
ples together effort avoid war and in- 
sure freedom: this particular plan aims de- 
vising procedure whereby all peoples may co- 
operate actively promoting the health and happi- 
ness one another.”
